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DAYLIGHT FOR EVERY 
ROOM.

A block of flats in which every window will 
admit full daylight and not the reflected light 
from a white-tiled well is about to be built 
in Maida Vale. The difficulty of admitting 
full daylight to every room has been espe- 
cially pronounced inthis case because the 
site is a long, narrow one. An ingenious 
design by Sir Giles Gilbert Scott, based on 
the angular system that has been exploited in 
Germany, has given the desired measure of 
daylight to every room without sacrificing 
much space. 

This effect has been achieved by a frontage, 
and a corresponding back line, divided into 
a series of bays which are each half-hexagons. 
These are separated from each other by 
smaller bays, at the base of which are the 
broad entrance halls giving ori to the stair- 
cases, lifts, and wide landings out of which 
the flats are reached. These are well lighted 
by the windows in the centres of the lesser 
bays, while in the sides are other windows 
giving light to dwelling rooms, The appear- 
ance of the frontage from this description 
might be imagined as a sharply serrated 
line showing many points and angles. 
Actually the effect is almost that of curves. 

The widely-open main bays are largely 
responsible for this. Their angles are probably 
about 135 degrees, and every side is wido 
enough to carry two big windows on every 
floor. The breaking up of the line, therefore, 
appears to have been done gently, yet there is 
a bold prominence about the minor bays 
which jut out to separate the bigger ones that 
gives distinction to an otherwise quite plain 
front. The angles of these smaller bays are 
slightly sharper than those of the wider ones, 
but the sense of curves is still preserved by 
the provision of an arch over the. windows 
lighting the staircases and liits. 

A line similar in broad characteristics is 
provided for the rear of the block, so that 
even kitchen windows, which are al] at the 
back, will réceive broad daylight. Sir Gilbert 
Scott’s special mterest in domestic architec- 
ture has led also to an ingenious provision for 
the delivery of household goods. The front 
parts of the narrow bays contain the entrance 
halls; behind them are smaller staircases and 
lifts reached from back entrances, for the 
tradesmen, and at every landing are the 
kitchen doors of two flats, corresponding to 
the two front doors on the same levels. 

The block “of flats will stand 50ft. back 
from the roadway, which is already 200it. 
wide, The whole block will be 400ft. long 
and the site is only 70ft. deep. The new flats 
will face west, and the back windows will 
receive the morning sun and the front ones 
the sunshine of afternoon. 


THE ALL-BLACK BUILDING. 


- 


London is to have the first all-black 
building in the world. It is now approaching 
completion in Great Marlborough street, W. 

Black granite, the material of which it is 
being built, is a sturdy material. Rain can 
soak through it to a depth of 30ft. or more 
in its native hills, dissolve out the felspar 
matrix, and yet leave the titanic skeleton of 
it intact. ‘‘ Weathering,’’ the enemy of all 
rocks, has no appreciable effect upon it. 

Instead of crumbling away like the softer 
stone of the Houses of Parliament, granite 
gains an added beauty. It is made up of 
a collection of tiny radiating stars of horn- 
blende, each “‘lighted,’’ as it were, from the 
centre by a crystal, and it is so endurinc 
that the Aberdonians build their city of it 
to save the cost of repairs.

BUILDING FROM MODELS:

Modern architects are now adopting a de- 
vice which their predecessors in Tudor days 
used extensively. 

Inste@d of working entirely from plans, it 
is hecoming a general rule for exact scale 
models to be constructed before building is 
begun. By this method it is possible for 
modifications to be introduced into the design 
and to avoid mistakes which could have been 
rectified later only at great cost. 

That the practice was employed by Christo- 
pher Wren is shown by a model of St. Panl’s 
as originally designed, which is now tucked 
away in the choir.

CONCRETE REDUCES. COSTS.

At the last meeting of Grangegor 
Mental Hospital poe Pet Mr P.J. 
Munden, architect, wrote stating that he had 
had bills of quantities prepared by Mr. 
Mackey, County Surveyor, and priced by 
contractors who submitted tenders for the 
extension of the male hospital, (a) substitut- 
ing concrete walls, faced with concrete 
blocks, for dressed rubble masonry as 
specified; (b) omitting central stove with 
flue and chimney; (c) omitting provision of 
new sectional boiler; (d) omitting sum of 
£50 inciuded for contingencies, with the result 
of reducing the original tenders. The con- 
tractor whose original tender was the lowest, 
namely—George P. Walsh and Sons at £6,900, 
now submitted a revised tender of £4,370, 
but there were now four revised tenders lower 
than that, viz.: O’Rafferty and McGahon’s at 
4,265 (original tender £7,366); Murphy 
Bros. at £3,967 12s. 6d. (£7,995) ; Alex. Hull 
and Co.'s at £3,706 (£7,346 10s.). and W. H. 
Clarke’s at £3,490 8s. 8d. (£7,870). Commis- 
sioner Hernon moved that the matter be 
referred to a sub-committee, stating that, in 
his opinion, the contract should have been 
readvertised. Mr. Campbell and mother 
members agreed, and this suggestion was 
adopted,

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” STEEL OR WOOD 
SLEEPERS? 


For some time past extensive experiments 
have been carried out by practically all the 
railway companies with a view to_ finding 
whether the wooden sleepers now used on the 
railways could be replaced by steel sleepers. 
In the event of steel being found suitable, 
a great advantage would accrue to British 
manufacturers, 

Next to the shipbuilding industry, the rail- 
way companies are the biggest buyers of steel 
in the country; and with the exception of the 
wooden sleepers—of which 4,000,000 are used 
every year on the railways of Great Britain— 
the companies buy all their materials in the 
home markets. They are, therefore, conduct- 
ing their present experiments in a very sym- 
pathetic spirit, as nothing would afford the 
companies more gratification than to be able 
to place their orders for sleepers with British 
firms, instead of importing wooden sleepers 
from the Baltic region. as at present. 

The cost of steel sleepers, compared with 
wood is higher, and its life is believed to be 
shorter; but these disadvantages must not 
be taken to be irremediable, and they may be 
counterbalanced or outweighed by advan- 
tages discovered during the testing period. 

The life of a wooden sleeper is supposed to 
be twenty years. After a certain number of 
years on a main line, it is taken up and put 
down on a branch line, and after that it is 
used in a siding, till it is only fit to be sawn 
up for firewood. This transference obviously 
entails a large expenditure on labour; and 
how the two a compare in this respect 
is one of the important paints to be discovered 
in the present tests. 

Steel sleepers are almost universally used 
in tropical countries,, on account of the 
ravages made on wood by the white ant; but 
the creosoting, to which wooden sleepers are 
subjected in this country, has been found 
greatly to preserve them against the attacks 
of insects, and lengthen their life. 

On the New York railways steel sleepers 
are supposed to have added to the noise; but 
whether there is any ground for the state- 
ment, and whether steel sleepers are as con- 
ducive to smooth travelling as wooden, are 
other points to be settled by the present ex- 
periments. 

How large a part wooden sleepers play in 
the upkeep of our railways may be judged 
from the fact that the annual cost of materials 
for the maintenance of the permanent wav 
is about £4.500.000. the creater part of which 
is spent on 200,000 tons of rails and 4,000,000 


sleepers. 


POWER STATION EFFICIENCY. 


- 


In the quarterly “ Trade Survey,” com- 
piled by the economic and statistical depart- 
ment of the British Electrical and Allied 
Manufacturers’ Association, it is stated that 
“- the total capacity of plant placed on order 
in England during the first nine months of 
this year has been slightly over 400,000 kw., 
when we should have expected at least 
700,000 kw. Industry accounted for almost 
ó5 per cent. of this total, owing to certain 
very large contracts of a special nature. This 
perventaye represeuted by industry was the 
highest recorded in any year since the con- 
clusion of the war, and must be attributed 
to the greater activity ruling in industry in 
1927. Supply undertakings. especially the 
power companies. have been below normal in 
the orders they have placed for generating 
piant. There are indications, however, that 
rapid improvement wil] set in in the last quar- 
ter oí this year.” 

After noting that certain orders placed by 
the Central Electricity Board in respect of 
the Central Scotland and South-East Eng- 
land schemes contributed to the maintenance 
of activity in the industry, the * Survey ’ adds, 
‘There has been an actual decline in orders 
placed for heavy electrical plant. bnt this 
decline has been made good by the virtual 
elimination of foreign competition. The per. 
centage of the total business enjoyed by 
foreign firms has now actually fallen to 
slightly more than 1 per cent. This in itself 
Is sufficient tribute to the efficiency and ex- 
cellence of the British product. 

' The electrical industry is probably in a 
stronger competitive position now at home 
than it has been in any previous year, but 
tie reduction in prices has practically taken 
away all profit margins in the industry and 
reduced the net return on capital. Side by 
side with this decline in prices, which must 
now be regarded as uneconomic, there has 
heen a steady improvement in the British 
electrical product and in the efficiency of 
generating plant equipment supplied by 
British firms—so much so that, in this re- 
spect, the British electrical industry stands 
supreme. The most significant illustration 
of what has been achieved can he found 
in developments in power stafion efficiency 
during the last six years.” 


BUILDING CONTRACTOR 
SENTENCED.

A case arising out of the catastrophe at 
Vincennes on October 18th, which resulted 
in the déath of nineteen workmen, was heard 
Lefore the Twelfth Correctional Tribunal, 
Paris, when Provini, the director and pro- 
prietor of the house which collapsed, and 
Toseani, his foreman, had to answer a charge 
of homicide through negligence. 

Provini was sentenced to two years’ im- 
prisonment, with the benefit of the First 
Offenders Act, and fined 500f. Toscani was 
acquitted. 

According to the report of the experts who 
were appointed to inquire into the disaster, 
the contractor began to build the house with- 
out having consulted an architect. He did 
not work from a plan, but from a rough 
sketch made by an employe. Further. the 
contractor had been warned that he was 
building on ground that was not firm. The 
father of one of the victims is claiming

| HOUSING PRICES AND 
THE SUBSIDY. 
Sw 


The question of the extent to which build, 
ing prices are affected by Government hous. 
ing subsidies is of importance in view of My 
Chamberlain’s decision to make a furths 
reduction next year in Great Britain. .. 

An article on the subject, written from tha 
point of view of the building industry, appears 
in the current number of the “ Nationa} 
Builder,’”’ the, official journal of the Nationa] 
Federation of Building Trades Employers. 

It is emphasised in this article that then 
has been a gradual reduction in the cost of 
house building during the last two years 
Thus the average cost of a house with a 
parlour and three bedrooms in January |,,; 
vear was £492, and last September was £429 
It is hoped that the cost will continue to fail! 
The writer continues, however, that “ia 
claim or suggest that building prices ara 
ee by the amount of Government, 
subsidy for cottage houses is almost ridiculons 
By the violent fluctuations which its adminis 
tration is permitted to cause in the buildin» 
trade the Government subsidy does affe 
and tends to disorganise the industry, ang 
in that way to affect the cost; but the claim 
that it is of itself a factor of importance in 
influencing the cost of building is entire, 
without foundation.”’ , 

It is stated that there are four Principal 
reasons for the recent reduction in costs. Jy 
the first place, there has heen a reddy. 
tion in the demand for houses. In the 
second place, there has been a reduction in 
the size and standard of many of the houses 
built, owing to the need to cater more clossly 
for the needs of the lower-paid operative; 
‘Every economy has been made that it is 
reasonably possible to conceive.” Thirdly 
methods have been developed that have Jed in 
cheaper production. Fourthly, building tada 
wages “last February were reduced by ona 
halfpenny per hour, the equivalent of fa 
per cent. in labour cost, and there has ala, 
been a decline in the cost of such matoriajs 
as bricks, cement, and timber in the |ast 
eighteen months. 

t is pointed out that, following the ail. 
ficial boom of last year, which resulted in 
the dilution of the various crafts concerned 
a serious depression and consequent unem. 
ployment have now occurred, as in 1921. 

e article concludes by stating that th. 
operations of a Government Department may 
bring, and in the case of workmen’s houses 
they certainly have brought, their addition! 
worries and complications to the buildin» 
industry; but that they have been, or are 
able seriously to influence the economic cour<5 
of events in the building indastry is an o~. 
travagant, if not a ridiculous, claim to make 
The writer is apparently opposed to il 
subsidies, for he expresses a hope that tha 
building industry “ may soon be relieved from 
the causes of violent fluctuation, and under 
normal conditions may be free to restore order 
and to secure the utmost efficiency and 
economy in its service to the public.”

1. To empower the Corporation to mak 
and maintain within the city—(1) A nev 
bridge and two roadways (upper and lower) 
with approaches thereto over the Rive 
Foyle; and (2) a railway = connect 
ing with the railways of the London 
derry Port and Harbour Commissioners o 
each side of the said river, and passing over 
the lower roadway of the new bidg e, togethe 
with all necessary incidental and subsidiary 
works. 

2. To authorise the abandonment, demoli-

VALUE OF BUILDING 
SOCIETIES. 


Lord Riddell, President of the Metropolitan 
Building Societies .Association, speaking at a 
luncheon given in honour of the provincia!

The movement has made a tremen- 
dous contribution to the housing problen 
I should like to take this opportunity of 
eens all those who have been 4>- 
svefated with it. and wishing them a : 
tinued record of success in the future 
The Lord Chancellor said that the building 

society movement had gone on from strengi! 
to strength. Between 1918 and 1927 the mem- 
bership of building societies had . doubled, 
und reached 1,416,000, and the assets had 
trebled, being in 1927 £222,000,000, of whic! 
£197,000,000 was invested in building mor'- 
gages. In 1927 no less than £55,000,000 a: 
advanced for house mortgages—more than 
double the figure reached in the boom ve! 
1920. The movement encouraged the savin< 
of money by people who otherwise might : 
think it worth while to make an effort 
save. It gave absolute security, the number 
of defaulters being infinitesimal.

IRISH CATTLE. 


FREEDOM FROM DISEASE. 

Mr. Matthew O'Connor, who presided, 
said:—There is a matter of considerable 
importanee to the trade to which 1 wish to 
draw your attention. From time to time 
wild and unfounded statements with refer- 
ence to the alleged existence of foot-and- 
mouth disease in Ireland are made by people 
in responsible positions in Great Britain. 
Their motives for doing so I shall not dis- 
cuss. bnt obviously they ought to know 
better than to say these things when there 
is not a shadow of support for them. We 
are proud and thankful to say that our Irish 
herds are the cleanest in the world. ‘That 
state of affairs has been brought about at 
great expense and by constant vigilance, and 
it will be continued by the same means and 
with the same determination in the future as 
in the past. We are not, therefore, likely 
to restrain our indignation or fail to express 
our disgust when we find persons like Sir 
Michael Rimington repeating this hoary 
slander in such a reputable paper as the 
Farmer and Stockbreeder. 

Mr. Bohane, Director of the Royal Dublin 
Society, cqntinued Mr. O'Connor, in a letter 
which appeared in the Trish Press on 27th 
ult., challenged the gentleman in question to 
support his statements with a bet of £500 on 
the result of an impartial and thorongh ex- 
amination of any cattle in Ireland. Thewzh 
Sir Michael Rimington, in his letter to the 
Farmer and Stockbreeder, had expressed his 
desire to bet on the result of such an in- 
vestigation, he has failed to take up Mr. 
Rohane’s spirited challenge, and thereby 
shews his dishelief in his own rash statements 

THE ASSOCIATION'S THANKS, 

I am certain the meeting will be with me. 
be added, and that evervone interested in our 
oreat eattle industry will henrtily agree that 
Mr. Bohane has rendered yeoman service to 
this country by nailing this ancient lie once 
more. 

Mr. O'Connor then propored :—‘‘ That the 
best thanks of this Association are due to 
Mr. Edward Bohane, Director of the Royal 
Dublin Society, for the able and effective 
way in which he dealt with the untrue and 
unfair statements published in the Farmer 
and Stockhreeder over the name of Sir 
Michael Rimington, with reference to foot- 
and-month disease in Ireland. The fact that 
the latter-named gentleman has not thought 
fit to take uv Mr. Bohane’s very sporting 
offer shows bis own disbelief in the accuracy 
of the statement he has made. 

Mr. William Field, scoonding the resolution, 
said that at the present time the Irish cattle 
were the healthiest in the world. 

The resolution was passed unanimously.

VICE-CHAIRMAN, 


REMARKABLE CROSS-

The Free State Senate assembled vyester- 
day afternoon at 3 o'clock, the first meeting 
after the recent election of nimetcen new 
members under the new Act. 

The fwst business was the election of 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman. 

The limited space in the public galleries of 
the Senate Chamber in Leinster House was 
fully oceupied, and there was an almost com- 
plete attendance of senators. Among the 
first of the newly-elected members to take 
their seats were The MacGillvyeuddy of the 
Reeks, Mr. Thomas Johnson and Mrs. 
Clarke. 

The chair was taken temporarily by Mr. 
T. WESTROPP BENNETT, who was Vice- 
Chairman under Lord Glenavy. He nonii- 
nated Senator COUNIHAN as Chairman for 
the time during which the Chairman and 
Vice-Chairman were being elected. 

Mr. O'Sullivan, Clerk to the Senate, read 
the list of the names of the nineteen newly- 
elected senators. : 

Mr. DOUGLAS, on behalf of Mr. S&S. T.. 
Brown, K.C., who was absent owing to 
illness, moved that the Standing Orders be 
suspended for the purpose of enabling a 
motion standing in the name of Mr. Andrew 
Jameson relating to remuneration of the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman to be moved 
prior to the election of senators to those 
positions. 

Mr. SEAN MILROY questioned the pro- 
priety of the proceedings, and alleged that it 
was against the Standing Orders. 

The CHAIRMAN (Mr. Counihan) ruled 
that the motion was in order. 

Mr. FARREN said that the suspension of 
the Standing Orders in a case of this kind 
would be a departure from the practice in 
that House since it was established. 

Mr. A. JAMESON said that it was a 
matter of indifference to him whether jis 
motion was taken before or after ‘the clec- 
tions, but he thought that it would be better 
if it were taken before the elections. 

Mr. Douglas then withdrew the motion. 

ELECTION OF CHAIRMAN, 

Mr. MacKEAN propesed that Mr. T, 
Westropp Bennett be elected Chairman of 
the Senate for the. next three years. Sine 
he was elected Vice-Chairman of the House, 
five years ago, Mr. Bennett had occupied the 
chair on several occasions, and he conducted 
the business in a dignified, courteous and 
able manner. On Committees Mr. Benneit 
had given constant attendances and good 
service throughout the period, 

Dr. O'SULLIVAN seconded the motion. 

Mr. BAGWELL moved as an amendment 
that Mr. James Douglas be elected. Mr. 
Douglas was. well qualified to fill the position 
and to discharge the onerous duties attaching 
io it. He (Mr. Bagwell) and others who 
approached Mr. Douglas had some difficulty 
in getting his consent to his name being put 
forward.

CORK CITY MANAGEMENT. 


The second reading of the Cork City 
Management Bill was the next business. 

Mr. MULCAHY, Minister for Local Govern- 
ment, said that the aim of the bill was te 
preserve Cork City as an electoral unit, in- 
Stead of having it divided inte wards. There 
would be an annual election of one-third of 
the Council of twenty-one members. : 

Mr. COMYN said that he would like the 

debate to be adjourned, so that certain 
amendments which he had to propose might 
be considered by the Minister. Instead of 
twenty-one members, he thought that the 
route should consist of twenty-eight mem- 
ers. 
ments to the post of City Manager should 
be left to the Council. The Minister should 
not forget that he was dealing with the 
management of the capital of the South. 
Jf the names of three candidates were sent 
down to Cork by the Local Appo‘ntments 
Committee, and the Council were allowed to 
select one from the three, he thought that 
it would be agreeable to the citizens. 
_ Mr. FARREN thought that the principle 
involved in the Bill should receive very care- 
fy] consideration. He was satisfied that some 
change from the old system was necessary. 
He was in entire agreement with the pro- 
posed method of electing future managers by 
the Local Appointments Committee. From 
his experience of local administration he was 
convinced that the fewer jobs local bodies 
had to give away the better ff would be for 
the conduct of the business. 


LORD MAYOR'S REMUNERATION, 


Mr. BARRINGTON objected to the sec- 
tion of the Bill which provided that the 
remuneration of Lord Mayor should be fixed 
by the Council. Surely there were men in 
Cork with sufficient patriotism to perform the 
duties of the office without payment. 

Mr. DOWDALL said that this was a new 
departure, but they had had a certain ex- 
perience of the system in Cork for some time 
past, and he held that it had been very 
successful. He was rather in favour of the 
smaller council, but he did not think 21 
members too Jarge. He would like to see 
the position of tha Town Clerk straightened 
out. The Bill, on the whole. he said, was 
fairly satisfactory and should get a fair 
chance. 

Mr. JOHNSON asked the House to con- 
sider whether there cught not to be a re 
adjustment of the relations between the 
manager and the Council; to bins the Council 
ultimately towards real responsibility and 
real authority, and put the manager in the 
position of being responsible to the Council 
and not as master of the Council, 


THE PRESENT COMMISSIONER. 

Dealing with the section which provides 
that the present Commissioner of the City 
shall be the first manager, he said that it 
was an undesirable precedent to ask the 
Senate to join with the Dail in declaring that 
a person about whose competence they knew 
— should be placed in the position of 
control of the government of the city. 
In justice to the city and té the 
country they should have some indication 
as to what the Commissioner had done 
during his period of office. He sub- 
mitted that they should ensure that the 
control of policy should be retained jn the 
hands of the elected Council, and the executive 
authority in the hands of an executive officer, 
but Jet the executive officer be responsible 
to the Council. The Town Clerk ought not 
to he subject in any way to the manager. 

While conceding that the bill should be 
given a second reading, he asked the Senate 
to keep an open mind upon the details anc 
to approach the committee stage with the 
determination to preserve for local representa- 
tive institutions, a real control over the 
broader matters of policy. 

Sir John KEANE commented on the ten- 
dency on the part of the Ministry to interfere 
with local bodies, and said that it was 
undermining, to a great extent, the responsi- 
bility of the elected representatives. df that 
continued, the time would come when thev 
would not get the right men to go forward for 
election. He hoped that sympathetic con- 
sideyation would be given to amendments 
which would put more responsibility on the 
representatives of the people. 


MAKING IT CLEAR. 


Mr. COUNIHAN’ supported the second 
reading of the bill, holding that it should get 
a trial. 

Mr. BAGWELL said that he favoured the 
meastire as it stood. 

Mr. MULCAHY stated that if any amend- 
ments could be brought forward to make 
clearer the responsibility of the Corporation 
he would be very glad to accept them. The 
bill, however, made this clear at the present. 
The second reading was passed. 


BILLS ADVANCED. 


The second reading of the Expiring Laws 
Bill, the National Health Insurance Bill, the 
Courts of Justice (No. 2) Bill, and the Public 
Safety Bill was passed unanimously. 

It was agreed that Mr. Jameson's motion. 
with reference to the remuneration. of the 
Chairman and Vice-Chairman should be taken 
at the sitting of the House at ó o clock to-day,

OMINOUS SOUNDS 
ON BOARD,

DISCHARGE OF CARGO 
BEGINS. 
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From Ovrn Own CORAESPONDENT. 


CORK, Wednesday. 

When I visited the stranded liner Celtic 
again to-day the sound of the rending and 
tearing of the vessel as she sways slightly 
from side to side was ominous. 

Even at low tide there is estimated to 
be at least six thousand tons of water on 
board, and the effect of this on the Celtic's 
cargo increases her peril. A change from 
the present fine weather would result, it 
is stated, in the immediate breaking-up oí 
the vessel. 

“Every moment is precious in a case of 
this kind, where the liner is greatly ex- 
posed,” declared one official of the salvage 
company to me this evening. He was not 
particularly sanguine regarding her re- 
moval. 

The Celtic can be approached only from 
one side, even by the small tugs, of which 
five are now in attendance at the port. 

A MYSTERIOUS AFFAIR. 

“It is difficult to account for the 
mishap,” said a White Star official te me 
this afternoon. “Probably it was fate, 
as this was the Celtic’s last call at Cork 
Harbour. For the future she would have 
been used on the Belfast-New York 
route." 

Since the stranding of the liner Celtic 
took place she has been most fortunate 
as régards weather. Yesterday conditions 
were excellent, there being but a slight 
haze from the North, with smooth water. 

The powerful salvage steamer Ranger, 
with per isa necessary for salvage 
operations aboard her, which arrived 
during Tuesday night, was in attendance 
vesterday with her sister craft, the 
Restorer, and divers were engaged in 
ascertaining the exact extent of the 
damage. 

Very little change in the vessel's list 
had taken place. It was still about ten 
degrees to port. 

WORK OF LIGHTENING. 

Over sixty local men were engaged by 
the White Star Company to commence the 
discharging of the cargo yesterday after- 
noon. They will be considerably 
augmented when the opportunity arisés. 

Conmodore Bartlett, the White Star 
Line’s Chief Marine Superintendent; 
Captain. Howe, Mr. Thomas, of the 
salvage company, and Mr, Dunlop, of the 
construction department of Messrs. Har- 
land and Wolff, Belfast, builders of the 
Celtic, were in conference aboard the 
stranded vessel. The experts were of 
opinion that the Celtic could not be in a 
worse position, but were hopeful of being 
able to refloat her following the discharge 
of the cargo, comprised mostly of wheat 
and American fruit. 

There is twenty-five feet of water in the 
stokehold and the engine-room at high 
tide, and when the vessel has been 
lightened powerful pumps will be ¢m- 
ployed in these compartments. The cargo 
is to be discharged into coasting vessels 
now understood to be on their way. 

The passengers’ baggage was shipped 
from Cork to Liverpool yesterday by the 
City of Cork Steam Packet Company s 
steamer Inniscarra. 


BEEF PRODUCTION. 
—— -¢---— 


UNITY IN MARKETING, 

In answer to the query, ‘ Can-British 
farmers compete in beet-production with im- 
ports from Abroad?” Sir William 8; Haldane, 
of Edinburgh, speaking before the Farmers 
Club in London said that much could be done 
by proper and organised marketing. 

‘Tillage by itself could not be remuperative 
at present productive costs, unless in growing 
a few special crops, which, through one cause 
or another, are sheltered from outside com- 
petition. Nor is there any hope of stopping 
the shrinkage in our farm tillage unless it is 
possible to realise a large proportion of tillage 
produce through the medium of animals that 
can carry it into profitable markets on their 
feet. As regards certain farm preduce, sheep 
have been doing their part in this fairly well, 
but mutton and lamb produce in quantity only 
about a third of the meat produced by our 
cattle, though in meney value almost half as 
much as the combined yield of beef and veal. 
It is thus to cattle we must look mainly to 
save the ordinary farming of this country. 

Every farmer will agree with me that beef 
production during the last two years has been 
worse than useless as a method of realising 
crop produce to any profit. The recent cave, 
ful economic inquiries hy the Agricultural 
Department of Leeds University and other 
economic authorities in this country prove 
bevond question the ruineus résults from the 
ordinary fattening of cattle in the market 
conditions of the last two years. I believe ib 
is from this more than any other cause that 
our tillage is being brought to a standstill 
and farmers to ruin, leaving farms derelict, 
driving rural werkers to the towns, and in- 
creasing unemployment. Though one result 
has been to increase the production .of milk 
in substitution for beef in a country which 
consumes too little milk, this result is being 
attained meantime at a loss of dairy farming 
profit through the consequent increase in com: 
petition, 
BABY BEEF. 

Baby heef, about which so much has heen 
said, cannot be got but from the best calves 
bred and fed usually at beavy cost, and 
though the finished beast may bring 8s. to 
10s. a cwt, more than good cattle of two or 
three years age, prime costs eut down much 
of this profit. But unquestiongbly better 
reward can be got from fattening the best 
young beef cattle than beasts only maturing 
for beef at 30 months or alder. 

To my mind far the greatest gain te home 
producers within their own reach would he 
the proper and orderly marketing of their 
meat products. Here it is the foreign im- 
porters have their greatest pull and steadily 
increasing advantage. Undoubtedly the retail 
butcher's preference for Argentine beef is 
largely due to the convenience of being able 
to order, perhaps by telephone, the exact 
quality and cuts his customers wish, knowing 
he can rely on getting it at once exactly as 
he orders. I admit the difficulties of organis- 
ing the marketing and grading of the cattle 
and beef from innumerable producers, but 
they are not insuperable, and though contrary 
to the British farmers’ admirable individual- 
ism, sueh organisation is a necessity if we 
are to stand up to the competition with 
foreign imports, so highly organised as they 
are, Even the Argentine producers have 
combined in a great organisation, powerful 
politically and commercially. 


COLD STORAGE. 

The increasing trend from tillage crops to 
grass is affecting our cattle and beef markets 
more and more seriously through the in- 
creased demand for grazing cattle in the 
spring, and glut of autumn markets with 
grass-fed beasts—the obvious result of un- 
profitable tillage. Year by year we see Sep- 
tember and October home markets seriously 
depressed, and June and July top level. Does 
not this suggest cold storage for home beef 
at suitable centres to spread our home sup- 
plies more evenly? At the same time this 
would meet the point so atrongly emphasised 
last year, that refrigerated f is more 
tender than fresh-killed home meat, this 
applying specially, no doubt, to secondary 
careases and older cattle. Were our home 
supplies yb lege: on large scale refrigera+ 
tion would be possible. I know it is recom: | 
mended by some of the most expert in meat 
trade problems, so as to “ripen” beef to 
attract consumers’ tastes for what is tender 
and sweet. :

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THE LIFFEY BASIN, 


ITS PRE-GLACIAL TOPOGRAPHY. 

At a general “re - of the Royal Irish 
Academy at the Academy House, Dublin, 
a paper on “ The Pre-glacial ag mo hy of 
the Liffey Basin’? was read by Mr. A. 
Farrington, B.E. 

In pre-giacial times, Mr. Farrington pointed 
out, the present Liffey basin was divided be- 
tween the catchments of two separate streams. 
One of these catchments included the hill- 
encircled basin of the upper Liffey and the 
King’s River. From this area the drainage 
escaped in a westerly direction. The second 
catchment was that of the Rye-water River, 
which flowed eastward to Dublin Bay. The 
portion of the present Liffey which connects 
these two basins is post-glacial in date, The 
theory that the diversion of the upper Liffey 
was due to the lowering of the valley by 
glacial scour was discussed and rejected. The 
development of the present course of the 
Liffey was traced from its initiation as & 
consequent stream on a westward sloping 
plain. The plain was certainly post-creta-

Everyone who takes notice of the new 
departure of Rathmines Urban Council in 
afixing to streets and squares in the 
township name-plates which can be easily 
read will commend the commonsense 
shown, both in the design of the plate and 
the height from the ground at which it 
is placed in position. Unike the action of 
the Dublin Commissioners, who have 
erected names at the street corners which 
not one in every twenty persons can read, 
the Rathmines authority has had the 
letters for each street name made in clear 
Roman characters about two inches in 
depth, and in every instance the plates 
are attached to strect corners at only a 
few inches above the line of vision of 
the adult passenger, so that ‘as he moves 
along he cannot fail to observe street 
names. 

To make the lettering in each case al] 
the more legible it is white-coloured and 
stands out in bold relief from its back- 
ground. The lesson which Rathmines has 
set in this important civic matter could 
be advantageously followed by Dublin 
and the other townships.

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Fewer Army Officers.

Because of the legend that she tore out 
her eyes and sent them to a loathed lover, 
who said their beauty haunted him (with 
the request that he should keep them and 
let her alone), St. Lucy has long been in- 
voked for the cure of opthalmic troubles. 
In the English Church calendar St. Lucy’s 
Day fixes the Ember Days which precede 
the Advent ordinations. 


Old Belfast School. 


One of the oldest secondary schools in 
Belfast is the Royal Academical Institu- 
tion, which was founded in 1810. It is a 
school of great traditions, and has turned 
out many eminent men, such as Lord 
Kelvin, Sir Joseph Napier, Lord O’Hagan, 
Lord Pirrie, Dr. Sullivan, etc., and many 
statesmen and captains of industry of the 
present day. ‘‘ Inst.,’’ as it is popularly 
called, has progressed steadily during the 
past century, and has developed from very 
small beginnings until now it has over 
seven hundred boys on its roll. It occu- 
pies a prominent position in the centre of 
the town. 

A feature of the school life is sport, and 
in particular, Rugby—its teams having 
gained a high reputation all over the 
British Isles. Many great Rugby stars 
came from “ Inst.,’’ and such names as 
G. V. Stephenson, Tom and Frank 
Hewitt, ‘‘ Billie’’ Hall, A. C. .Douglas, 
ete.. are particularly fresh in people's 
minds to-day. ‘* Inst.’’ can boast of no 
fewer than eighteen different teams-——the 
first and second fifteens, and sixteen 
others, representing the four houses of 
the school—Dill, Larmour, Pirrie and 
Kelvin, all of which are regularly 
engaged, either in inter-house or inter- 
school matches. 

The house system is quite new. in 
“Inst.,” and was inaugurated by the 
present Principal, Mr. Geoffrey Garrod, 
M.A., who was appointed three years ago, 
the Institufion now being conducted on 
English public school lines. 


Distinguished Principal. 


Mr. Garrod has had a very dis- 
tinguished career, and was for five years 
a scholar of Winchester, subsequently 
coing to the New College of Oxford, 
where he was a scholar for four years. 
He took up the duties of senior classical 
: Rieti master at the City of 
“*Jndon School for 
. five more years, and 
; then went to Queen 
Elizabeth’s Grammar 
School, Seven Oaks, 

Kent, as headmaster. 

He had been there 

for six years when 

he came to “ Inst.’’ 

Every new head- 

master is regarded as 

a kind of Ishmael by 

schoolboys, but it 

was not long until 

Mr. Garrod was 

looked on as almost 
an ““Inst.” boy himself—not a terrify- 
ing figurehead, but a friend who has their 
interests at heart, and always is willing 
to listen to their schoolboy woes, and give 
good advice. 

In addition to his other 
attainments, Mr. Garrod is an 
plished musician, and is specially inte- 
rested in folk-lore and folk-music, on 
which subject he is an authority. 


A Doubtful Honour. 


To Mr. Cahir Healy, M.P., belongs the 
honour of having been the first member 
of the-Northern Parliament to be sus- 
pended. Mr. Healy, who is a native of 
the County Donegal, but has been resi- 
dent in Enniskillen for about thirty 
years, is the local superintendent of the 
Refuge Insurance Company. He is a 
gifted writer. He collaborated with Cahal 
O’Byrne in a volume of poems in 1907, 
é“ The Lane of the Thrushes,” wrote ‘‘ A 
Sower of the Wind ” in Sealy Bryers’ 
sixpenny novel series, and '' The Adven- 
tures of Condy Corrigan,” a story for 
children, which had some success im 
America. He contributes special articles 
from time to time in the leading English 
journals. He is a good Gaelic linguist. 


Would Not Leave His Cell. 


Mr. Healy was one of the original sup- 
porters of Sinn Féin. He was never a 
supporter of the old Irish Parliamentary 
Party, but to-day he has left Sinn Féin 
and Mr. de Valera, and is a Nationalist 
constitutionalist. He was one of those 
interned in the North. and spent two 
years, from 1922 to 1924, in custody, 
between the jails in Belfast and Derry 
and on ‘the prison ship Argenta. When 
the order came for his release at 10 p.m. 
at night he absolutely refused to leave 
his cell in Derry Jail until the next 
morning, and the Governor of Derry 
Prison had at length to get District- 
Inspector Cahil! to escort Mr. Healy tu 
the City Hotel. Mr. Healy's real Chris- 
tian name is “ Charles,’’ but at an early 
age he became imbued with enthusiasm 
for the Irish language, and changed it to 
the Irish form “ Cahir,” which has been 
such trouble to English people, who call 
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Dr. L. E. H. Whitby. 


HOW A PANTOMIME IS 
MADE.

(By STANLEY STANSMORE.) 


66 HE most fascinating and also the 

most laborious game I know,” 
said a famous London pantomime producer 
to the writer. ‘‘The man who produces 
a pantomime on a big scale must live for 
it, and with it, almost day and night for 
a whole year. It is an incubus from 
which he cannot escape; but also a 
delight he would not miss, if, as it must 
be, his heart is in his work. 

“ Before the curtain goes up on Boxing 
Night I have already decided on the next 
year’s production, which I try to make as 
different as possible from this year’s. Thus 
‘Aladdin’ is followed by ‘ Cinderella’ or 
‘The Babes in the Wood’ and ‘ Blue- 
Beard’ by *‘ Mother Goose.” The next 
year’s pantomime once fixed, I am 
constantly entering in my ‘suggestion 
books,’ of which I keep three always at 
hand, any ideas that oecur to me from 
day to day. 

‘The subject fixed, I have a consulta- 
tion—usually on the evening after Boxing 
Day—with my co-author; and together we 
prepare a rough sketch of the plot, 
designed to show our ‘principals’ to the 
best advantage. It is no easy matter, I 
can tell you, to evolve a score or more new 
scenes from such an old story, for example, 
as ‘ Cinderella,’ and to evolve new lines 
of jokes for our ‘stars.’ For the comic 
effects, luckily, we can rely on them to a 
large extent. 

“When the plot is made out roughly, 
the scenery scheme has to be fitted to it 
in consultation with our experts, who 
construct a miniature model of every 
scene, complete to the minutest detail. 
While I am superintending the whole of 
this work. I have long daily consultations 
with the designers of the thousands of 
costumes that are required. 

“These costumes, I dare say you will be 
surprised to learn, may cost anything from 
£5,000 to £8,000 or more in these 
expensive days. I know it is a fairly 
general impression that the dresses which 
make such a feast and riot of colour on 
the pantomime stage are so much ‘ tinsel ’ 
of little intrinsic value; but á assure vou 
nothing can be further from the truth 
They are usually exceedingly cost!y—as 
expensive, in fact, as many worn in the 
most fashionable of West Enl drawirg- 
rooms. 


COSTLY DRESSES. 


“ A single dress may cost anything from 
thirty to sixty guineas. I have known 
the latter sum paid for more than one 
ball dress—exquisite confections such as 
a Duchess might be proud to wear, and 
beneath which are worn petticoats of silk 
and lace at many guineas apiece. A 
picture dress may cost from twenty guineas 
upwards, and a Court dress as much as 
a hundred pounds. 

“ When you consider that dainty shoes, 
stockings and underwear’ are pro 
portionately costiy, it is easy to see hgw 
the money literally runs away. Even 
tights, when made of silk, provide a 
formidable item for the bii, when the 
cost of every pair is expressed in pounds, 
and two or three hundred pairs have to 
be supplied. You can thus see that 
pantomime ‘tinsel’ is expensive enough to 
satisfy the most exacting and fastidious. 

“ The designing of pantomime costumes 
is naturally very dificult and harassing 
work. Take, for example, a typical scene 
in which two hundred girls masquerade as 
sea-anemones, corals and shells. Here is a 
tough problem for the designer; for the 
two hundred dresses, of all the colours of 
the rainbow, must be so designed that, 
whatever the grouping, they shall present 
a perfectly harmonious picture. 

‘‘It is no exaggeration to say that many 
thousands of hands are emploved in 
preparing the costumes for the London 
pantomimes alone. One scene in a Drury 
Lane pantomime kept 250 girls busy’ for 
many months; and over a hundred have 
been employed on two dozen dresses which 
will only be seen for a few minutes daily 
in one pantomime this season. 

“While the scenes are being arranged 
and the costumes designed important 
work is going on in the ‘ property-room,’ 
where highly skilled workers are busy 
making clay models of the elaborate 
‘props’ which play a prominent part in 
the pantomimes. I have also to superin- 
tend the manufacture of the hundreds of 
shields, swords and so on that are required. 
Thus the months simply fly in tasks that 
crowd every hour of the long days— 
superintending and inspecting the busy 
activities of hundreds of people, all 
putting the last ounce of energy and 
brains into the effort to make next year’s 
pantomime a success. ””

There is nothing very remarkable about 
““ Out Goes She,” the new comedy by Miss 
Lillian Trimble Bradley, which Mr. Ernest 
Truex produced at the Criterion Theatre last 
night; but, if the play itself is undistin- 
guished. the acting and general production is 
admirable. 

Mr. Truex, for whom the principal part 
might have been specially written, is a most 
accomplished actor, with a rare gift of quiet 
and charming comedy, and the capacity for 
portraying deeper emotion at will. It is his 
first-class acting, coupled with the fact that 
four very pretty and talented young actresses 
are in the cast, that makes the piece enter- 
taining. 

The plot deals with the hero's matrimonial! 
adventures. He is a man with a great 
capacity for love, but not much judgment 
with regard to women. His first wife (Miss 
Nora Swinburne) is lovely and loving, but 
too possessive and very jealous. She does 
not allow him any treedom at all, so they 
agree to go their separate ways. is second 
wife (Miss Miriam Seegar) is of the baby- 
vamp variety, sweetly clinging. and so 
innocent that he does not hike her to go 
out alone. He is horribly disillusioned when 
he 1eturns unexpectedly one evening to find 
her entertaining a couple of ‘‘ lounge lizards.”’ 

Wife Number Three (Miss Jeanne de 
Casalis) is passionate, French, and difficult 
to live with, but, unlike the others, she does 
not bleed the poor little man for alimony, 
and also refuses a divorce. So he settles 
down very comfortably to bachelor life again. 
thankful that the. French wife has, at any 
rate, made it impossible for any other woman 
te marry him. 

The piece is written with a certain deftness, 
but it is the players who deserve all the 
praise.

THE FREE STATE COINAGE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—As one whose work it is to serve the 
artistic needs of a city which has been for 
more than a century technically interested in 
the matter of coinage and medal design, may 
I be permitted to offer my contribution to 
the discussion which has arisen around the 
new Irish coinage? i 

First. as to the types. A new idea 
naturally comes in for a good deal of adverse 
criticism, and, even from unexpected 
quarters, for cheap ridicule; but it should 
surely be realised that the idea of using for 
coin-types the sources of a nation’s wealt 
is nothing new. It has most respectable 
precedent in the sylphium of Cyrene, for 
example; and Professor Ridgeway himself 
showed very good reason for supposing that 
the frequency of the bull-type upon coins of 
ancient Greece was a reference to the ex- 
change value of a_ beast. Do not the 
giossarists tell us that when the watchman 
in the ‘Agamemnon ”’ of Aeschylus said that 
‘‘a great ox has trodden on my tongue,” he 
meant that he had been paid a guinea to keep 
his mouth shut? 

The wolfhound bas his counterpart in the 
Molossian hound: and, if it comes to that, 
the racehorse is but an echo of the quadriga 
on the coins of Syracuse. The cow and cali 
of Corcyra will serve as justification, if it 
were needed, of the hen and chickens, and 
the sow and litter is a very ancient coin- 
type in itself. Messana bore a hare, and 
Akragas another, though the latter was in 
evil case, being preyed upon by eagles. 

The types, then, can defy criticism. The 
design is not so secure. The woodcock and 
the hare are beautiful coins; the hen and 
the salmon run them very close; but, in my 
personal opinion, the hound, the bull and 
racehorse pay too little attention to their 
circular field, and in the halfpenny the 
exergue is far too deep for grace of design. 
In all the coins the expression of value in 
figures looks mean beside the beauty of the 
Irish lettering. For the obverse I have 
nothing but praise: it fills its space and 
tells its story simply and directly. 

Taken as a whole, the series seems to me 
both effective and dignified. 
glorious, the inspired, finality of the coins of 
ancient Sicily, but the spirit is there. 
Though the quenchless lamp of St. Bridget, 
burning amid the oak leaves, or St. Patrick 
with his symbol of the Holy Trinity, might 
have offered nobler matter for design, it may 
be that Mr. Bodkin is right in feeling that 
these are not fitted for the hurly-burly of 
the market place.—Yours, etc.,

THE COSTS OF BUILDING. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sirn,—The attention of the Dublin master 
builders has been directed to the publication 
of certain proposals by the trade unions some 
six months after the conference has been 
set. up by the Government ‘to consider and 
report on the best means of reducing building 
costs and substantially increasing units of 
output.’’ These proposals are made up for 
the most part of recommendations and sug- 
gestions that have been put forward from 
time to time during the past couple of years 
by various individuals and associations, but 
they do not contain anything that is new or 
helpful; this is doubtless the reason why the 
conference has not been called to consider 
them. 

It was agreed, at the first meeting of the 
conference in April last, that its deliberations 
would be kept private, and that*no informa- 
tion would be disclosed to the Press or 


others, except such as was agreed on, and | 


that would be issued through the secretary. 
The representatives of the master builders 
feel bound by this decision, and until the 
sittings have been concluded and the report 
issued they do not feel at, liberty to discuss 
matters which are primarily the business of 
the conference. 

In view, however, of the wide publicity 
which has been given to the proposals from 
the trad» unions, the builders’ representa- 
tives desire to point out that very early in 
the proceedings of the conference they put 
forward a carefully prepared statement show- 
ing the costs of building in detail, and the 
profits and other expenses as taken from 
building schemes recently carried out in the 
City of Dublin. Very definite suggestions 
were also put forward whereby these costs 
might be very materially reduced. The re- 
presentatives of the trade unions have so far 
studiously avoided dealing with these sugges- 
tions other than in a general way, and their 
views, as published, show no disposition to 
get down to the real factors which lie at the 
root of this problem.—Yours, etc.,

THE STATUE OF BURKE. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—A contemporary reference to the 
project. of adorning the entrance of Trinitv 
Cobege with a statue of Barke.will be of 
interest to your readers just. now. When 
Archbishop Trench was installed,.on March 
8th. 1864, in the Cathedral of St. Brigid, 
Kildare, as Bishop of Kildare, the installation 
sermon was preached by Canon Charles 
Crosthwaite. who said, in the course of his 
sermon, ‘“‘that no imposing dignity, no 
splendour or ornamentation of any kind is 
unsuited to the house and service of God, 
provided only that there be nothing calculated 
to teach error, or to distract our thoughts 
from our main concerns here, God and the 
world unseen.” The sermon was published 
by request of Archbishop Trench, and notes 
were added to it by the preacher. 

In a note on this passage in the sermon, 
Canon Crosthwaite quotes Burke on the 
splendour of churches, by saying: “Edmund 
Burke, whose statue is soon to adorn the 
entrance to our University, as he himself 
was one of the greatest of Ireland’s eloquent 
sons, speaking of public worship, says, ‘ This 
oblation of the State itself, as a worthy 
offering on the high altar of universal praise, 
should be performed, as all public solemn 
acts are performed, in buildings, in music, in 
decoration, in speech, in the dignity of 
persons, according to the customs of mankind. 
taught by their nature—that is, with modest 
splendour, with unassuming state, with mild 
majesty and sober pomp. ” Burke's influence 
on the dignity of public worship in Ireland 
deserves mention.—Yours. ete.,

JUTE WARRIORS AND 
ARMOUR FOUND IN KENT. 


An ancient cemetery of the Jutes has been 
discovered in an old disused chalk pit in t 
parish of Finglesham, near Deal, aud up 
the present avout a score of skeletons, 
gether with many interesting articles, includ- 
ing swords, shields, knives, vases, pottery, 
brooches, beads, and other ornaments have 
been unearthed. 

All the skeletons, with their armour lying 
beside them, have been found at an averag' 
depth of three feet. Mr. W. P. D. Steb- 
bitigs, of Deal, one of the officials in charge 
of the excavation work still in progress 
Richborough, and Mr. W. Whiting, who 
excavated the Roman cemetery near fave! 
sham, have charge of the work. 

In a statement Mr. Stebbings said that 
remains now being found at Finglesham ate 
skeletons of males and females, and are on!’ 
part of a burial ground, as the district was at 
one time a permanent settlement of the 
Jutes. 

The Jutes originally came from the mouth 
of the Elbe, landing between 450 and 550 
A.D., and their colony extended from Kent 
to the Isle of Wight. He had no doubt 
that, as the excavations proceeded, more 
interesting finds would be made.

WHAT THE SOAP BUBBLE 
PROVES. 

Mr. H. H. Poole, Sc.D., read a paper o 
“ Radiation, Visible and Invisible,” before a 
meeting of the Irish Centre of the Institution 
of Electrical Engineers, in the Physica! 
Laboragory, Trinity College, Dublin, last 
night. 

In the course of his paper, Mr. Poole said 
that all the various radiations, ranging from 
the waves used in wireless down to the very 
short cosmic radiation recently discovered by 
Professor Millikan had all the same genera! 
nature, differing only in wave length. Radia- 
tion showed the properties both of a wave 
motion and of a stream of corpuscles called 
quanta. 

Mr. Poole showed experiments illustrating 
these proverties. He said that the brilliant 
colours of the soap bubble were produced by 
interference, proving that light, which is only 
one form of radintion, was a wave motion. 
On the other hand, some other properties 
suggested very decisively that the energy 
was concentrated in packets, to which the 
name of quanta had been given | 

The demonstrations ranged from exper!- 
ments with ultra vialet light to those with 
wireless waves.

“That a Censorship of Literature is 
Nesirable’’ was the subject of the Burke 
Bicentenary debate, which took place last 
night in the Examination Hall of Trinity 
College, Dublin, under the auspices of the 
College Historical Society.

The speakers included representatives 
ef French, English and Scottish Universi- 
ties, and one of the best speeches of the 
evening was made by Monsieur Parreaux, 
of the University of Paris, who, while 
ostensibly speaking “in the affirmative, 
dealt a number of shrewd blows at the 
censorship theory. 

Mr. Cecil Harmsworth, who presided, 
emphasised the fact that the laws of 
England, which still ran in the Free State, 
provided for a censorship in many direc- 
tions. The danger of the State-regulated 
censorship was that it would become rigid, 
wooden and aggressive. 

If and when countries were setting up a

Mr. I. Leatham (Cambridge Union), in 
opening the debate on the affirmative side, 
said that he was told that the subject they 
were to discuss was a political issue in this 
country. It might interest them to know 
that.on the other side of the Channel they 
were having a slight flutter also in that 
direction. They in England would have to 
face these problems as well as his Irish 
friends. Some said that Sir William Joynson 
Hicks was not the man for that particular 
job of censor, and they believed that he 
should confine his attentions to other matters 
and leave literature entirely alone. 

In England they had an inefficient half- 
hearted censorship. They pretended that 
they had no Censor, but they produced a 
very inadequate substitute in Sir William 
Joynson Hicks. (Laughter.) He submitted 
that they should have an orderly and or- 
ganised censorship to deal with books before 
they were published. He wished to con- 
gratulate the party in this country that put 
forward the Censorship Bill. Books which 
were well written, full of literary merit, 
which appealed even to readers of education 
and taste, were a great deal more dangerous 
than the book which had not literary merit. 
Such literature did great harm to immature 
or unbalanced minds. Without censorship 
circulation could not be prevented. 

He was not at all in favour of political 
censorship—that would be a dangerous 
weapon, and which should never be employed 
—and, of course, he did not suggest the 
suppression of medical and _ physiological 
books printed as such. He would simply ask 
them to suppress obscene literature. 


WOULD DO GREAT HARM. 

Mr. D. Bryan, College Historical Society, 
opening for the negative, extended a welcoire 
to the visitors in the name of the Society, 
and thanked Mr. Cecil Harmsworth for pre- 
siding. He said that he did not believe that 
the principle of censorship was just, and that 
this particular bill was unjust. He was 
entirely against the fundamental principle of 
censorship. He admitted that certain litera 
ture had an evil effect on unbalanced and 
ignorant minds; but he thought that a 


. censorship could have no useful result, and 


would do a vast deal of harm. 

The principle was wrong—that because 
certain people were weak-minded and juvenile 
the rest of the community should be fettered 
in what they read. Actually in practice 
few of these people read the literature that 
this bill sought to debar. It was a case of 
the lettered not being left to read literature 
which might harm the unlettered. He did 
not think that any Government or any body 
of men in the world had a right to say to an 
individual, ‘“‘ This subject you shall not 
read.”’ (Hear, hea.) 

The effect that this would have on the 
world had also to be considered. Their great 
patriots and moralists were representing this 
country to the world as a nation where they 
had such sturdy morality that it was neces- 
sary it should be propped up lest it fall. 
Innocence. was a pearl, but innocence as 
enforced by a system of compulsory ignor- 
ance, had only its kinship to pearls when it 
was a pearl produced by a species of disease. 

Undoubtedly a great wither of men sin- 
cerely believed that censorship would be good 
fo the people and the country. They were 
attempting to preserve their purity. but he 
did not think that the innocence that was 
obtained by pulling a wall around it so that 
it might not. meet with temptation would do 
any good. He thought that such a censor- 
ship would not only do no good to innocent, 
but that it would neither produce saints nor 
scholars. 

INNOCENCE NOT VIRTUE. 

After all innocence, even if it was pre 
served. was not virtue. Virtue seemed to 
him to be a thing that came from strife and 
and victory rather than a thing that was 
obtained by shutting people off in a corner 
where they have no temptation. Surely 
saints were people who had great temptations 
and overcame them. 

In conclusion he asked them to vote against 
the motion, and, what was more, to fight 
against the bill, because he believed 
that it would be a pitiable thing if 
the first thing which this country did when 
it got its freedom was to fetter public opinion, 
and if the fight for freedom would end in 
intellectual servitude. (Applause.) 

Mr. T. O'Rourke, Literary and Historical 
Society, University College, Dublin, in sup- 
porting the affirmative side, said that any 
form of censorship he would support must 
be a rational form of censorship. Some 
modern literature had developed out of pro- 
portion to the facts of life. One aspect was 
selected and developed out of all proportion. 
This school of literature would pass, and 
e be pou come a time when there would be 

o need for censorship ; for le would get 
disgusted with this literature hat was Past 
being circulated. It was written for the pur- 
pose of material gain, Literature which 


would be suppressed by a censorship would 
be a curse if circulated. No rational “argu- 
ment could be brought against a rational 
censorship, which would react an the 
morality of the people. 

WHAT ABOUT SHAKESPEARE? 

Mr. M. Young, Edinburgh Speculative 
Society, speaking in the negative, said that 
censorship was neither advisable nor neces- 
sary. Was censorship going to be for the 
future, or was it also to retrospective ” 
What were they going to do with Shake- 
speare, or even Kipling? If they were 
going to have a censor, according to the view 
of the affirmative speakers, he was going to 
be &A censor, not of the literature, but of 
morals. Then again, what was the test goin 
to be? Te his mind, if literature was ar 
enough in itself, it excused vulgarity. Censor- 
ship would not be a good thing in itself, and 
would be muzzling literature to no good end 
whatever. (Applanuse.). 

Mr. C. B. cKenna, College Historical 
Society, supporting the affirmative, said that 
the cry of “ Liberty ’’’ used against the pro- 

Censorship Bill was the oldest and 
easiest my ag to raise. He reminded them 
that they had Divine Laws and the country’s 
laws, which might be considered a restriction 
of their liberty, and anyone who attacked 
the censorship by saying that it was 
a restriction of hberty made a very poor 
case, The only question was—was it a neces- 
sary restriction? 

He referred to the report of the Evil 
Literature Committee, which stated that there 
was an immediate and absolute necessity for 
some restriction of the publications in this 
country. Nine out of ten novels now 
published were sex novels, and attacked 
marriage as tyranny. The duty of the State 
as such was to preserve its people from any 
attack on public morality. When they con- 
sidered the number of cheap papers, 
periodicals and magazines which made a 
feature of sex and criminal matters, he 
thought there was ample reason for a censor- 
ship. Great Britain and Ireland were the 
only two countries that had not a censorship 
—the other countries of the world censored 
their publications. 

A RIDICULOUS STATEMENT. 

Mr. R. M. M. Stewart, Oxford Union 
Society, on the negative side, said that the 
previous speaker had stated that nine out of 
ten of the modern novels dealt with sex. 
That was ludicrous. Who wrote the most 
novels of to-day? Edgar Wallace, and his 
novels dealt with the bringing of murderers 
to justice—which was a very admirable thing. 

Whoever the censor was going to be, he 
would be appointed by the Government of 
the day, and it would be a great temptation 
to him to use this power for political ends. 
To a certain extent also it was going to mean 
the rule of officials. If they were going to 
have a censorship set up by the State 
Authority, it was going to be administered 
by officials who, however, good they might 
be in their own spheres, were not necessarily 
suitable for the ceneorship of literature. In 
the past censorship generally fell on the well- 
written book. 

Another thing was that no censorship cf 
jiterature would be really effective unless it 
was international, and it was difficult to get 
a nation to agree to it. not to mind the 
nations of the world. Why should there be 
a censorship at all, and what was its general 
efiect.’ The effect of censorship was to turn 
people’s minds away from dealing with 
serious mattere to dealing with flippant sub- 
jects that ought to be faced directly. Why 
should they delegate to anyone the right to 
decide what they should read or think? 
They should have the right of freedom to 
decide for themselves what they should read. 
(Applause. ) > oe ; 

Monsieur Parreaux, University of Paris, 
who said that he spoke for the affirmative, 
said that the motion was up-to-date. The 
system of freedom was really the obsolete 
system. As they had a Board of Trade ad 
cther boards, why not a Board of Morality? 
How safe they would be and what satisfac- 
tion to the ordinary citizens it would be to 
know that someone was having the care of 
his morality. (Laughter.) 

THE HOLY BIBLE. 

He asked where would the censorship stop? 
Would it stop the Holy Bible? He boldly 
answered “Why not?” Why should they 
stop anywhere’. (Applause.) The Roman 
Catholic Church in its wisdom strongly dis- 
suaded its people from reading the Bible. 
The innocent reader might be influenced by 
the example of David’s adultery. He 
thought they would realise how dangerous 
the Holy Bible was. (Langhter.) He 
thought that it was desirable, and the mer- 
ciless application of the censorship was really 
the only logical attitude to adopt. (Applause 
and laughter.) 

Mr. W. A. Prowse, Durham Union So- 
ciety, speaking against the motion, said that 
censorship would mean that one section of 
the people would have the right to control 
what the other section would read. If they 
gave the people the franchise, surely they 
ought to trust them in what they should 
read. 

Mr. Cecil Harmsworth, in closing the 
debate, said that the subject debated was 
one of active political concern in Ireland 
at, the present moment, and he did not 
propose to touch on the bill that was now 
before the Free State Parliament. It might 
not be becoming for him to do so, having 
regard to the fact that he was a visitor 
to the country, and to the fact that he had 
had some concern with Parliamentary 
matters in Great Britain in the past, and 
might take part in them in the future. 
(Hear, hear.) 

EXISTING LAWS. 

They had been in some | tile confusion 
with regard to the subject. In England 
they had a censorship in many directions, 
and most British Acts of Parliament, unless 
they were repealed, still ran in Ireland. 
It was, for instance, illegal to import 
or sell indecent photographs in England. 
Certain books might not be sold there, and 
recently it had become unlawful to publish 
‘extensive accounts of divorcé proceedings. 
That was heartily welcomed’ by reputable 
journals in England, and few people would 
like the removal of these restrictions. They 
had, too, the censorship of plays, however 
inadequate, and of films also. What, he 
thought, they had been discussing was 
whether they should exchange that for a more 
rigid and closely regulated system, and if 
that were advocated in regard to Great 
Britain he would be a most hearty opponent 
of it.

THE NEW REGULATIONS 
IN BELFAST.

TIME TABLES TO BE 
CARRIED.

The Northern Ministry of Home Affairs 
yesterday issued the new regulations to cover 
the operation of country "bus services under 
the terms of the eement entered into 
between the Ministry, the Belfast Corpora- 
tion and the Ulster Motor Coach Owners’ 
Association. 

The regulations provide that the owner of . 
an omnibus shall not use or employ the 
vehicle, or permit the vehicle to be used. or 
employed to stand or ply for hire or to carry 
passengers for hire unless a route card has 
been granted in t of the vehicle. 

The route card, indicating the route upon 
which the vehicle is to be used, shall be dis- 
played in a prominent position at or near 
the holder containing the Road Fund licence. 

The route card shall in all cases be clearly 
visible at all times by daylight to a person 
standing at the near side of the vehicle. 

A time-table showing in legible letters and 
figures the approved schedule of times at 
whieh the vehicle is to be operated shall also 
be displayed. 

The licensee of an omnibus shall not per- 
mit such vehicle to be used for prey Be or 
setting down passengers within the City of 
Belfast, or within a quarter of a mile beyond 
the boundary without the written consent of 
the Corporation. 

CORPORATION CONTROL, 

The regulations, which are cited as the 
Public Service Vehicles (Amendment) No. 2 
Regulations, will take effect as and from 
Monday next, when the Belfast Corporation 
will assume control of omnibus traffic in the 
city. 

The Ministry, in a circular letter, points 
out that it will not be — to give full 
effect immediately on al] the provisions cl 
the Order, as inquiries must be made as to 
the various services which were in existence 
on August 27 last and as to those which 
have been established since that date. 

Some time ago the Ministry requested the 
owners of country services to make these re- 
turns, but only a small number complied. 
Consequently some delay may be experienced 
as regards the granting of the route cards, 
and without these it will be a breach of the 
Order for owners to ply their vehicles for 


hire. 
‘BUS OWNERS’ OPPOSITION. 

The new regulations are being strongly 
opposed by members of the Ulster Motor 
Coach Owners’ Association, and a large num- 
ber of them in the course of a letter to the 
Minister of Home Affairs state that the 
meeting of the Association that was held on 
san Ya 2 last, at which the agreement is 
stated to have been accepted, was not sum- 
moried in accordance with the + venagerye of 
the Association, and those members of the 
Association who were present were misin- 
formed as to the position. They also state 
that the persons who carried out the negotia- 
tions had no authority to enter into them 
much jess to bind the Association, and that 
every possible effort would be made to resist 
any interference with private rights. 

In connection with the Corporation taking 
over the ‘buses, it is understood that the 
Corporation intend to employ youths between 
the ages of 18 and 21 years as ‘bus con- 
ductors at salaries which would be inadequate 
for a married man with a wife and family. 
Officials of the Amalgamated Transport and 
General Workers’ Union are to interview the 
tramways manager to-day, with a view to 
putting the case for the motor "bus conductors 
before him.

was that it would become rigid, wooden and 
aggressive. He had had much experience of 
Government Departments in England, and 
he had the greatest admiration for public 
officials ; but they wanted to be kept strictly 
within their bounds, and not allowed to en- 
croach on the liberties of the people, or on 
the prerogatives of Parliament. 

They had spoken almost exclusively that 
evening of censorship as applied to morals. 
uch a censorship did exist—it certainly 
existed in England—and he, for one, did not 
want it removed. But the terms of the 
motion went far beyond the moral issue. 
They might include the censorship of every 
kind of human thought, and he, for one, 
would be utterly opposed’ to censorship of 
political opinions, religious opinions or scien- 
tific opinions, and he thought that every man 
in that room was likely to be of his mind in 
that respect. 

THE LIBERTIES OF THE PEOPLE. 
And he would say this—that if and when 
eat countries were setting up censorship, 

et the people in those countries censor the 
censorship, and keep a close and sicepless 
watch on it; for better, in his judgment, 
the distribution in their midst of any kind of 
literature, however debasing, than any in- 
fringement of the proper liberties of the 
people, (Applause. ) 

Some guardianship by the public of books 
that were issued was exercised at present, 
and must be exercised, but he would prefer 
to leave it at that, because under that system 
they got more play for the common-sense of 
the ordinary man and woman, and the ques- 
tion was not leit to be decided by offi- 
cials, however disinterested, however honest, 
and however trustworthy. (Applause.) 

On a ballot the voting. was :—Negative, 
241; affirmative, 91—majority against the

‘MURDER CHARGE, 


DETECTIVE SENT FOR. 
TRIAL, ,...

Yesterday afternoon Mr. J. H. Gallagher, 
District Justice, sitting at Mallow, returned 
for trial to the next Centval Criminal Court 
in Dublin, Detective Cronin, of the Civic 
Guard, on a charge of having murdered Pat- 
rick M‘Sweeney at Lackahiveen, Ahadillane, 
County Cork, on November 25th last, by 
shooting him. The deceased man was a far- 
mer and a Peace Commissioner. 

Mr. D. Casey, State Solicitor, conducted the 
prosecution, and Mr. Barry Sullivan, solici- 

defended.

CREAMERY EMPLOYE'S EVIDENCE. 

Evidence was given by John Hanlon, 
Ahadillane Creamery, who stated that at about 
two o'clock on the morning of 26th Novem- 
ber last he was awakened by a knocking at 
the door. Detective Cronin entered and said : 
““ Pat Sweeney is shot; go for the priest.” 
He asked if there was any car, and the wit- 
ness and a man named Cremin proceeded to 
Jerry Ford's for a motor car, leaving the 
accused at the store with John Healy. They 
knocked up Ford, and while they were there 
the accused arrived and said; ‘* Hurry up.” 
He asked Cremin to go for a priest. On 
Cremin’s departure the accused told the wit- 
ness that Pat McSweeney was wounded on 
the right side, and asked him if it was 
dangerous. The witness replied "'I suppose 
it is.” The witness then started his own 
lorry, because Ford had no petrol. He and 
the accused drove along the Mallow road for 
about a mile, where they met Guard Clifford, 
who informed them that Mr. McSweeney 
was dead. They put the body into the lorry 
and proceeded to Ahadillane Creamery, 
and the body was placed on a bed. The 
priest, Father Daly, came about ten minutes 
afterwards. On the way to the cfeamery he 
heard one Guard say to the other, “' It could 
not be helped.” The other said that it could 
be helped. The witness, at the request of 
the priest, removed the deceased man’s boots, 
socks and one legging. Apart from the over- 
coat put around the body by Guard Clifford, 
there was another coat thrown over the body. 
He noticed that the dead man’s boots were 
outwardly wet, but the socks were quite dry. 
When removing the inner coat he found that 
the right sleeve was detached, was turned in- 


The clergyman asked the accused how it 
reg ened, and he heard the accused reply: 
““ This man and some more were poaching on 
the river, I fired, and, unfortunately, this 
man was struck. I thought I fired over their 
heads.” The accused was shedding tears at 
the time, 
FISHING THE RIVER. 

Edmond O’Brien, road contractor at 
Ahadillane, corroborated the story of the 
fishing preparations which was told. at Tues- 
day's hearing by Timothy Cronin, an employé 
of the dead man. The witness had ac- 
companied Timothy Cronin and the deceased 
man on the fatal fishing expedition. He 
described the fishing, and said that he saw 
the deceased on the public road, about three 
or four hundred yards to the north side of 
the river, about a quarter of an hour before 
he heard the first shot. ‘‘ When I heard the 
first shot,” he said, ‘‘I jumped off the bank 
towards the road. After about five seconds 
I heard the second shot. I dropped the torch 
and crossed the river. The shote came from 
the direction of the road, 

The witness added that he looked in the 
direction from which he considered that the 
shots had been fired. He could see ho one, 
and he heard no shouts of ‘‘ Halt.”” The 
night was stormy, and a strong wind was 
blowing. “It was not too dark, with a slight 
mist. He went to his brother’s house by a 
route of about three miles. He arrived 
there about 2.30 a.m. 

Mr. Barry Sullivan cross-examined the 
witness, who persisted in stating that the 
night was not dark. He could not tell if 
there were a cloud or a moon in the sky 
at the time of the shooting. 

POLICE EVIDENCE. 

Guard McDonagh, barrack orderly on the 
date in question, stated that the accused 
returned at about 3.45 on Sunday morning. 
He said: ‘‘ Mac, I’ve shot a man, a poacher. 
I am giving myself up. Place me under 
arrest. I want to see Sergeant Conboy.”’ 

Sergeant Conboy, Civic Guard, Mallow, 
sta that at about 3.45 on the morning of 
25th November the accused came to his bed- 
room and woke him, calling ‘ Sergeant, 
sergeant, get up quick, I shot a man as dead 
as a door nail when poaching. _Here’s my 
gun. Í am giving it to you,‘ arrest me. 
He was a decent man, too—Pat Sweeney, a 
Peace Commissianer.”’ Witness @xamined 
the revolver, which contaitied four ** live’ 
and two spent cartridges. He sent the “ae- 
cused to bed in charge of Guard Shea. Later 
while in bed the accused made a statement 
before the witness,and Inspecter Dowd. He 
said—‘*! don’t know what happened me at 
all. I was returning to Mallow with Clifford 
when we saw a light on the river near Aha- 
dillane. We got off our bicycles, and went 
towards it, I saw men running away ón fhe 
far side of the river. | ealled on them 
to halt, but they kept on running. I fired 
two shots to the right of then to frighten 
them, as I never thought there was any man 
there. After I fired the second shot I heard 
a man shouting to get a priest. I went over 
jÍ to him and [I saw that it was poor. Pat 
Sweeney, the man I’d give my heart’s blood 
for. I called Clifford over to me. We lifted 
him up and carried him through the marsh 
out to the road. I left Clifford with him and 
went for the priest.” 

The witness atided that there was a full 
moon on 27th Noveniber, two days after the 
occurrence, 

Evidence was given by Inspector Dowd and 
Detective Timothy O’Donnell, Mallow. 

Mr. Barry Sullivan did not cross-examine, 
and intimated that the accused would reserve 
his defence. 

Mr. Casey asked to have the accused 
returned for trial on the capital charge. 

The Justice returned the accused in cus- 
tody to the next Central Criminal Court to 
be held in Dubiln.

The College Historical Society reception, 
held yesterday in the Graduates’ Memorial 
Building, Trinity College, Dublin, included 
in its programme “a short address.” It 
was not stated on the invitation cards by 
whom the address was to be given, but it 
was very generally understood that the 
speaker was to be Lord Birkenhead. Much 
anxiety was consequently felt by the audience, 
which overflowed the lecture room, when the 
hour stated came and passed ang still the 
platform remained unoccupied. At length the 
door from the adjoining room opened, and in 
filed Lord Glenavy, Sir Thomas Molony, and 
several of the officers of the College Historical 
Society, but no Lord Birkenhead. 

Lord Glenavy, who presided, said lau 
ingly, “á anticipated that my task to- 
would be‘ a very simple one—io welcome 
you here on behalf of the Society whose 

resident 1 happen to be, and then to intro- 
duce to you the distinguished visitor who had 
undertaken to address you. The distinguished 
visitor is conspicuous by his absence; and I 
have some slight misgiving that he may have 
taken the wrong train. Laughter.) He 
spent his morning on the golf links at Port- 
marnock, where he may be at the present 
moment. However, ladies and gentlemen, he 
is net in the habit of failing to fulfil his 
engagements, and I have every hope that if 
you have sufficient patience—and | can last 
long enough—he may interrupt the pro- 
ceedings. 

I wish to welcome you very sincerely, one 
and all. The members of the College 
Historical Society felt that, in view of its 
intimate connection and close association with 
the Society founded by Edmund Burke, the 
occasion of the Burke bi-centenary could not 
be allowed. to Sy Without some act of their 
own which ‘would signify their admiration and 
reverence for that great Irishman. 

DIRECT SUCCESSION. 

After a brief recapitulation of the history 
of - Burke's, intention; stated in a letter in 
1754, to found a Historical Club in Trinity 
College, the fulfilment of that intention in 
1757, and the subsequent career of the club, 
Lord..Glenavy said that the present College 
Historical Society is entitled to claim, and 
does proudly claim, direct lineal succession 
to the parent Society founded by Edmund 
Burke. The Society, he continued, has taken 
& prominent part in the intellectual and 
political life of the country, and it would be 
unnecessary even to remind you of the names 
of the great men who have filled the posi- 
tion of Auditor to the Society during that 
long period. A search through the history of 
Ireland from 1720 to the present day will reveal 
few, if any, of the prominent leaders of public 
or patriotic life in this country who were not 
directly associated with this College 
Historical Society. It has had its vicissitudes. 
because in the early days it was watched 
with very great jealousy by the authorities 
of the College. They were out of sympathy 
with young men in those days, and the young 
men had very little sympathy with them. 
But young men are naturally patriotic, Ip 
my own days in this Society—half a century 
ugo—we were all patriots; some of us were 
even more—-we were revolutionaries, and 
amongst the worst of them were not only 
my humble self, but one who was my 
librarian when I was Auditor of the Society— 
Edward Carson. In that year in which we 
were together we formed a friendship which 
me remained unbroken from that day to 
this. 

Speaking of the restrictions under which 
the College Historical Society chafed, and 
the supervision to which their debates were 
subjected, Lord Glenavy mentioned, an in- 
cident in his own experience. I had been 
appointed Auditor in 1876, he said, and had 
to prepare to deliver an address at the 
annual opening meeting. I rather fancied 
myself as a student of political economy, and 
I chose as a subject the land system in Ire- 
land, and devoted considerable time and 
troubl- to an address in which I advocated 
the settling of fair rents. The address was 
taken home by Sir Joseph Napier for con- 
sideration, and he concluded that it was not 
fit for publication, and refused to sanction 
its deliverance. "he meeting was adjourned 
for three months, and I prepared an address 
on social government, which was sent to Sir 
Joseph Napier, and he approved of it. When 
the address was delivered, the then Master 
of the Rolls, Sir Edward Sullivan, said to 
me: ‘‘ Campbell, that was quite a good ad. 
dress; | wish you had been more violent in 
its language and its proposals.’’ 

Concluding, Lord Glenavy said that he 
hoped the visitors would ali take the oppo: 
tunity to inspect the relics of Burke in the 
Society’s rooms, and to see the original Rey- 
nolds portrait of him, kindly lent by the 
courtesy of Mr. Dermod O’Brien, and the 
engraving presented by Mr. Joseph Maguire. 


LORD BIRKENHEAD, 

Mr. Donough Bryan, Auditor of the 
Society, then announced that Lord Birken- 
head had arrived, a statement which was 
greeted with cheers, and the missing gentle- 
man made his appearance, accompanied by 
the Provost, and was accorded a tumultuous 
welcome. 

I asked Lord Glenavy what was the pro- 
gramme contemplated this afternoon, Lord 
Birkenhead began, and he said it was a recep- 
tion. Now, it is quite obvious that if you 
are receiving you cau go on receiving. He 
said also, he was going to make a speech. 
Until yesterday I have never known him 
make a speech that lasted less than an honr, 
and I thought I had calculated most closely 
the correct time to arrive. I think that if 
any apologies are to be made, they ought to 
be made by my friend. (Laughter.) 

At any rate, after many misunderstandings 
and vicissitudes, 1 am here at last, and I 
consider it a great honowr to speak in this 
ancient Society—! suppose the most ancient 
debating society in any university in the 
British Isles. The Oxford and Cambridge 
Unions were each founded ‘about a hundred 
years ago. I well remember when I was at 
Oxford, and took some part in the debates 
of the Union. I suppose it is now thirty- 
five years since those days. I have never 
yet been able to raise my voice before this 
Society, and it is a high honour, deeply felt 
by me. When I saw your young men who 
had distinguished themselves in their studies 
approaching to receive from Lord Glenavy 
the outward and visible torm of that which 
they had won, I felt that among the 
young men and young women who had 
attained distinction so high there might be 
found some who one day or another would 
repeat the highest achievements of the great 
men who had preceded them in this house. 
{ noted with gratification how many of the 
higher prizes seemed to be borne away by 
the ladies who belong to this University. A 
sharp discrepancy has disclosed itself between 
the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge 
about women students. “In Oxford young 
women are admitted to membership of the 
University, but in Cambridge a different 
method has been adopted, and they are not 
received in the same way as actual and 
recognised members. 

Having discussed the advantages and dis- 
advantages of admitting women to universities 
founded for the purpose of educating men, 
Lord Birkenhead suggested the foundation of 
a university for women, from which all men 
should be excluded. It would be extremely 
interesting, he said, to make a profit and loss 
account after the expetiment had been tried 
for a short time. 


A FINANCIAL PROBLEM, 

Concluding, he said: I am told that this 
ancient Society is occasionally embarrassed 
for money. One of the objects of this meet- 
ing, which you improperly and incorrectly 
described as a reception, is to raise £2,000 to 
establish this Society on a sound financial 
basis. .I am entirely in favour of that effort. 
{ am a Junior Doctor oí Laws in this 
University, and I am going to subscribe £20 
fo this fand. Now, I may presumg that. as a 
Senior Doctor of Laws, Lord Iveagh, who is 
twenty thousand times richer than I am, will 
give you a sum which on the spur of the 
moment I cannot work out! Having com- 
plevely solved all your financial problems, and 
placed. you in a: position to make quite un- 
next huudred ahd fifty years, no further task 
not yet been 
of this meeting for that solution. (Laughter 
and

The King’s lliness, 

The change in ‘the King’s condition, 
which we report to-day, will create new 
hope .throughout “the Empire. This week 
opened with a ‘series of discouraging 
bulletins; but on Tuesday night—almost 
simultaneously with the Prince of Wales's 
return—His Majesty: made a notable rally. 
Yesterday the improvement was main- 
tained, and an -afternoon bulletin said 
that fluid had been removed, by puncture, 
from the base’ of the right lung, Last 
night came the important news that the 
King .had sustained an operation for 
drainage of the right side, that the opera- 
tion had been successfu] and that his 
condition was satisfactory, The news is 
accompanied. by an authorised statement 
of the cause’ and course of His Majesty’s 
illness. For the lay mind the salient 
facts are that the King, an elderly man 
who never has been robust, is making a 
great fight against an insidious infection, 
that, for at least two days, his life was in 
imminent danger, and that now the danger 
seems to be less acute,’ To-day, although, 
as we are warned, a Jong and difficult 
struggle is still in prospect, we can hope 
that His Majesty has “ turned “the 
corner.” His subjects everywhere will 
hang upon the. reports of his progress; 
for their affection. has been increased not 
only by the King’s courage, but by the 
Queen’s calm devotion. during. this. long 
and sore. ordeal.. We -yejoice ;that the 
Prince, of Wales’s return has rewarded 
him with good tidings, It has brought 
good tidings also to the King, and Queen ; 5 
for it has assured them, in thé first place, 
of their son’s love and: duty, and, in the 
next place, of al] Europe’s earnest 
sympathy. When the Prince heard the 
first news of the King’s illness six 


thonsand miles lay between him and 


Buckingham Palace. It was ‘calculated 
that, with the utmost expedition,. the 
journey would occupy a fortnight, but he 
made it in less than ten days. The feat

The system of imperial preference is a 
matter of common interest, Great Britain 
is anxious to secure her position in the 
Dominion markets, but the Dominions: are 
just as anxious to secure their position in 
the wealthy market of Great Britain, At 
present Britain operates on a fiscal system 
of virtual free trade. Certain industries 
are “‘safeguarded.”” Tariffs are imposed 
in respect of. imported goods, and in 
respect of all these commodities the 
Dominions enjoy a. preferential rate. 
During recent years the South African 
tobacco trade has prospered exceedingly as 
a result of this preference, In return 
certain British maziufactures have gained 
‘ground in South Africa;-but, on balance, 
‘probably South Africa is ‘making con- 
siderably more profit out’ of the trans- 
action than Great Britain makes. The same 
remark applies to all the other Dominions. 
Take the case of the Irish. Free State. 
Her produce is allowed into England free of 
‘all tariffs. The Free State’s butter, eggs, 
bacon and Jive-stock have a clear field in 
Great Britain, Her beer and biscuits are 
subject to no special duties, and exports 
‘from the Saorstat are encouraged in every 
possible way. The Free State, on the 
other hand, has imposed a series of import 
duties. which are: directed specifically 
against goods of British manufacture, The 
great majority of her imports come from 
Great Britain, and, despite the fact that 
the imperial preferential rates are in 
force, the Free State tariffs constitute. a 
serious handicap on British trade, 

South Africa’s -example is highly 
dangerous. So long as Great Britain 
maintains her free trade system*al]* may 
be well; for the. Dominions. can impose 
as many tariffs as they choose, . Opinion 
in England, however, while it is strongly. 
biassed in favour of free. trade, is not 
necessarily wedded to this system, and 
one of these days there may, be a popular 
agitation for the extension of the prin- 
ciple of “safeguarding.” Ii,, and when, 
that day arrives,.the Dominions will begin 


Great Britain's custom for granted. ‘They 
regard the free trade idea as being some- 
thing immutable, although it is merely an 
expedient. by means of “which Britain. in 
the nineteenth century was able to build 
up a great system of industry by the free 
import of raw materials, Economic -con- 
ditions are changing every day, and even 
the Labotir Party in England is beginning | 
to revise its Cobdenite views. Any change 
in the existing system would be disastrous 
ior the Dominions, which depend so much 
on the British market, “This point of 
view never has been considered in the 
Free States but, now that South Africa 
has begun to flirt with other Powers, 
Great Britain may be tempted to 
retaliate, In the meanwhile the economic 
policy of the Free State ought to be perfectly 
clear, She has one market, and one market 
only and for that reasom nothing ought 
to be done to estrange British opinion. 
South Africa’s treaty with Germany is her 
own business, In our view, it is very bad 
business; and we. may hope that the 
Free State Government never will be 
induced to fall into’sych an obvious error.

The Reform of the Lords.

parties on a much -disputed point. It is 
regarded as certain, however, that the 
Socialists will agree to nothing likely to 
make the House of Lords stronger than 
it is at present; but the suggestion is an 
intéresting one in: the’ circumstances, 
more particularly in view of the deliberate 
pronouncement by Lord “Hailsham that 
the plan proposed. by Lord Clarendon was 


not acceptable to the Government. 


The Next Imperial Conterence. 


It is understood in parliamentary. circles 
that the Imperial Conference, which would 
have been held in London next yéar, will 
be postponed until 1930. Such a step wil! 
be due to the fact that. a genera] election 
is to take place here in the early summer, 
and, with a new Parliament and,. quite 
conceivably, a new Government, it will 
not be possible to arrange the necessary 
atmosphere for such a conference. Another 
point is that preparations for a meetiric 
of the Imperia] Conference take nearly six 
months, and, if the Conference were ¢alled 
for June next, these preparations would 
have to be carried on during the. turmoil 
of a political upheaval. 


The Wigg-Cochrane Case. 


Further questions are to be put in ‘the 
House of Commons on Monday next to 
Mr. Amery regarding the Irish ex-civi! 
servants, and be will be asked whether 
Messrs. Wigg and Cochrane have been 
paid the compensation awarded them, 
and, if not,. what action the British 
Government are taking to secure the pav- 
ment to which their former servants have 
heen held to be entitled under the Irish 
Treaty. Mr. Amery will be asked also 
whether he is aware that some hundreds of 
ex-British civi] servants transferred to the 
Irish Free.State Civil Service have sub- 
mitted applications for retirement, in 
many cases several years ago, and that 
such applications are still undischarged, 
and what action the British Government 
are taking in this respect. 


Cheaper Beer ? 


Several Conservative members of Par! 
ment are proposing amendments to the 
Local Government Bill with the idea o! 
omitting ‘breweries and distilleries fro 
the benefit of the de- rating scheme. It is 
said that the idea is that a bargain may 

made in order to secure cheaper beer, 

but it is doubtful whether they can gain 
their objective by this. procedure.. An 
official -estimate of the -relief. to be given 
to the - breweries puts the figure at 
£400,000. This sum is to be spread over 
all the breweries in the country. The con- 
sumption of beer in England and Wales is 
about 24,000,000 barrels a year. To 
reduce beer a penny a pint would cost as 

many..million pounds. Four hundred 
thousand pounds obviously will not go far 
in such a direction. 


Road and Rail. 


The new developments in regard to tiie 
railways and road transport are responsible 
for a conference, which is to be held 
shortly in London, between representa- 
tives of the railway companies and of the 
railwaymen concerning wages and condi- 
tions under which the men in the new 
road transport’ will be employed. in 
various parts of the country road transport 
services hitherto run by the local author’

ways, and the drivers and conductors are 
regarded by the ¢ompanies as railway 
servants.

A LONG STRUGGLE IN 
‘ PROSPECT. 


_MEDICAL REVIEW OF THE 
ILLNESS. 

The following statement; authorised for 
publication am the medical . Press, was 
‘issued last night:— '' 
Wednesday, 3 p.m. 

His Masesty tae K1xnc.—To make clear 
the nature of this long and exhatsting 
illness it is necessary fo. state “that a 
general blood infection and toxemia were 
in the first two weeks prominent features, 
and caused at one time grave anxiety. 

Moreover, the case has not presented 
the characteristics of a aa pleuro- 
pneumonia. Seven days ago the evidences 
of general infection had become less 
prominent, and the blood cultures were 
sterile, though all medical men will know 
that sterility of blood cultures is: not con- 
clusive evidence that general infection has 
ceased. 

During the last five days the tempera- 
ture has again risen to a higher level ; 
vet the pneumonic and pleural signs 
became at the same time less marked, 
and neither pleural puncture nor study 
of new .and excellent radiograms disclosed 
any appreciable effusion. 
- Seeing, - however, that the - original 
pleurisy had involved the diaphragm, a 
carefu] watch has been kept for the forma- 
tion of fluid between the lung and the 
diaphragm. and .its extension to-the pos- 
terior pulmonary surface. This morning 
there were signs of this development,, 
accompanied by an increased leucocytosis. 
By exploratory puncture at the exfreme 
right posterior base purulent fluid was 
obtained which contains organisms morpho- 
logically resembling those previously found 
in the .blood stream, Drainage wil] now 
be performed. , 

Though this pleural localisation of the 
infection. so anxiously. anticipated and 
looked for makes the direction of advance 
more defined and ‘hopeful, there is still im 
prospect a long and difficult struggle.

Tt 
seemed to him that within Ireland there

He wished that we were able to keep 
politics for politicians and leave politics 
out of ptivate life, as he understood thev 
did in the Irish. Club.. , ! 

The whole tradition of the West of 
Ireland: had an enormous ‘attraction for 
him. At Portumna one felt that one was 
living almost as a novel. It was poetic: 
The whole of life over there was not so 
prosaic as it was-in England. 


THE PORTUMNA FIRE. 

Referring to ‘the fire at his residence, 
he said; I do not think anything of the 
fact that some hot-heads attempted to set 
firo to a corner'of my house: People who 
do a thing of that sort: are fanatics -of 
some kind. and are, perhaps, not: quite 
sensible. After all, if. one wanted to set. 
fire to a house which contained three 
maids and a servant, one would do it a 
little more effectively than to set fire to 
a great store, if. one is anything like 
effective at the job. 

I take the view that if one is to be 
bullied by such a miserable matter as 
that, one is a very faint-hearted sort of 
man. If I allowed myself to be bullied 
by such a funny affair as that, I ought 
never to go to Portumna again. 


MORE IRISH THAN THE IRISH. 

The feeling. which I now have is that, 
having gone once with Princess Mary and 
broken the ice, I .hope that we shall be 
able to go there as often as we like, and 
I think that will be very often, I can 
assure you that Princess Mary became, 
while she was there, more Irish than the 
Irish, and I am certain that she: will be 
always .pressing me to. go back there at 
the first possible opportunity.

It is an open secret, however, that 
antagonism exists between the represen- 
tatives of the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union and the representatives 
of what might be called the unskilled 
trades, and this feeling “was nós 
diminished by the failure last. week of 
Mr. Kennedy; the whion’s nomineé, to 
secure election to the Senate. It was not 
expected, however, to have such an imme- 
diate sequel.

IN. AGRICULTURE.

EMPIRE INFORMATION 
CLEARING HOUSES. 


Proposals, which the Dominion Office 
states should have far-reaching results on 
the'furtherance in the Empire of scientific 
agricultural research, are now before the 
Governments. They are a result of meet- 
ings of Empire representatives recently 
held in London in pursuance of the recom- 
mendations made at the Imperial Agricul- 
tural Research Conference, 1927. 

The establishment of eight new bureaux 
or clearing houses of information. each to 
deal with a separate branch of agricultural 
science, is recommended. The bureaux 
would be attached to existing research in- 
stitutes, and it is proposed that the 
directors of the research stations to which 
they are attached should be the directors 
of the bureaux. An Executive Council, 
composed of representatives of the con- 
tributing Governments. would have a 
general supervision of the bureaux. 

Sir Robert Greig, Chairman of the 
Board of Agriculture for Scotland, is pro- 
posed as Chairman of the Council.

THE BOARD’S DUTIES. 


PROTECTING ALL INTERESTS. 


“Gur duties,” said Sir Clement Hindley, 
“ beginning primarily with the establishment 
of the totalisator system of betting on the 
racecourses, comprise also a duty of protec- 
tion to the public, to the racecourse owners, 
to the bookmakers, and to owners and 
breeders of horses. } 

“What do these duties imply? First, our 
duty to the public means that the object 
of our operations mast be such as will con- 
duce better, pleasanter, and cheaper racing, 
so that the small man can take his pleasure 
personally in the sport of horse racing, so 
that the man with the smal] means can have 
his day in the open air, can watch a good 
race, and, above all, can take his wife and 
lady friends in comfort and in nice sur- 
roundings to see the horses and the racing. 

“We believe that the diversion of even 
some part of the great stream of money 
used in betting to the improvement of race- 
courses will enable a revolution to be made 
in the conditions under which race-goers now 
take their amusements. 

“Tt is up to us to see that racehorse 
owners are not prejudiced in any way by 
the changes which have to come, and while 
we believe that they must inevitably benefit 
from the totalisator, it is necessary that 
they themselves should be equally satisfied ; 
for, after all, they are the people, or the 
assessors of the people, who have made 
horse-racing available to the public. From 
the first the Board have endeavoured to give 
the racecourse owners a fair deal. 


HORSE-BREEDING TO BENEFIT. 

‘So far as our duty to the bookmakers 
is concerned, we shall see that, as provided 
under the Act, the bookmakers are afforded 
teasonable and adequate accommodation for 
carrying on their business. 

‘“As regards our duty 
breeders of horses, you 
that the Act specifically lays down that 
the encouragement of horse-breeding is 
one of the objects to which our surplus 
funds are to be devoted, and in making 
the apportionment of fands for this pur- 

se the Board, as in the whole scheme 
of division of the surplus, will need to obtain 
the approval of the Home Secretary. The 
Board feel, therefore, that so long as there 
is a surplus to be divided they can give an 


to owners and

assurance that the encouragement of horse-. 


breeding will receive its fair share. 

“We have gone further, and have under- 
taken to finance the necessary alterations for 
thé provision of places for bookmakers, for 
the Board feel that it would be desirable in 
view of the possible conflict of interests that 
the same source should provide funds for 
giving facilities for both systems of betting. 
It has been, therefore, made perfectly clear 
to the racecourse-owners that they will not 
he led into any large expenditure which can 
be directly“ attributable to the installation 
of the totalisator and the consequential 
alterations. ”’ i 

DIVIDING THE SURPLUS. 


Sir Clement said that the Board were 
prevented by thew statutory position from 
assuring to the racecourse-owners any definite 
percentage of the gross turnover on the 
totalisator as had heen suggested. 

““AVe consider that we have suggested a 
very fair division of the surplus which may 
become available, and we believe that a large 
number of the racecourse owners realise that 
the proposed division ie a fair one. 

““ Another subject which I wish to mention 
is the question of the percentage which is to 
be deducted from the turnover of the 
totalisator in declaring dividends. Jn some 
quarters an assumption hes been made that 
10 per cent. is the figure, and this has been 
supported by instances from other countries. 
It would be a surprise to you, perhaps, to 
know that in Germany no less than 161 per 
cent. is the normal deduction from the 
totalisator. 

“I believe it is considered that with a 5 
per cent. deduction the totalisator would 
always be able to give better odds than the 
bookmaker, and such a figure, naturally, has 
many attractions for those who wish te see 
the totalisator a success. 


A BIG PROBLEM. 

“The Board have a financial 
of considerable magnitude to examine 
before they can feel in a safe position 
to settle the percentage deduction which 
is to be adopted,’at the start of this 
new business. The preliminary work is well 
in hand, and until’ we are able to arrive at 
accurate costings we cannot indicate the per- 
centage necessary to do business. The board 
will fix the percentage as low as ible, 
consistently with the financial obligations 
they are undertaking. 

“ While we shali be prepared to take a 
reasonable amount of Fisic, it is only right 
that it should be understood publicly that 
there are not a very iarge number of race- 
courses where the probable volume of betting 
will justify the installatjon of completely 
mechanised methods such as has been adopted 
on large centralised racecourses in France, 
India, Australia and elsewhere. 

“I think it is only fair to say that the 
board have no intention of tying their hands 
by adopting only one type of machine, and 
thus creating a monopoly.”’

Concluding, Sir Clement said :—‘‘ I am safe | 


in saying that we shall undoubtedly make 
arrangements for credit betting, and shall 
endeavour to make these arrangements as 
convenient to backers as circumstances will 
permit.”’

DESERT AMBUSH. 


A FRENCH GENERAL 
KILLED.

From Revter’s CorRESPONDENT. 


PARIS, Wednesday. 

The news which came through last night 
of an ambush in the desert, forty miles 
south of the Colomb-Bechar terminus of 
the railway, has been confirmed. 

Three motor-cars, conveying General 
Clavery, commanding the Ain Sefra-dis- 
trict ; his Chief of Staff, Captain Pasqvet, 
and Captain Debenne, who commands the 
Sahara Military Motor Service, with two 
non-commissioned officers and a few 
privates of the Foreign Legion, were re- 
turning from a tour of inspection. 
Suddenly a fusillade broke out on the road 
from Beni Abbes, and sixteen horsemen 
who had been hiding dashed forward and 
attacked the General’s car. The General, 
the two Staff officers, and one non- 
commissioned officer were killed, and it 
is believed that five privates also met 
their deaths. One private is reported 
missing. Three of the wounded have been 
taken to Colomb-Bechar. 

The Governor-General of Algeria has left 
Oran to inquire into the situation, but 
the inquiry is complicated by the fact 
that recent storms have destroyed the tele- 
graph lines, and only wireless communica- 
tion is available. 

Colonel Clavery’s promotion to the rank 
of General appeared only in this morning’s 
Official Journal. 

Further details show that the three 
motor cars in which the General and his 
staff were travelling had been delayed by 
various difficulties and some i 
trouble, and the cars had thus become 
separated. The first car, which was 
nearly an hour ahead oí the second, was 
attacked first, and all the occupants were 
killed, the car itself being destroyed by 
fire. General Clavery, who was travelling 
in the second car, was attacked in his | 
turn. He defended himself vigourously, | 
but in vain. His body was recovered | 
later, about three hundred yards from the | 
car, with all his papers intact. Shortly | 
afterwards the third car, in which the | 
General's son and some of the rank and 
file were driving, arrived. They were 
also attacked, the battle raging for nearly 
two hours, at the end oí whith time the 
French party were to fall back. 
after having lost one of their men. All 
the others were wounded, except General 
Clavery s son. The sutvivors were picked 
up by a reconnoitring party sent out by 
the Colomb Bechar Station. 

The assailants, who numbered about 
twenty and belonged to a party two 
hundred rifles strong, have since been 
hunted down by Air Force, whe 
attacked them with machine guns.

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DAMAGE DURING THE 
TRUCE. 


QUESTION OF LIABILITY FOR 
COMPENSATION. 


Interesting legal points were raised in a 
case under the Damage to Property (Com- 
pensation) Act, which came before Judge 
Devitt at Naas Cirewit Court on Tuesday last. 

The case arose out of a claim by an ex- 
County Inspector of the R.L.C., named David 
Wiadram Carlisle, for the destruction of a 
motor car, his property. ‘The ‘claimant was 
driving from Co. Kildare to Co. Westmeath 
in July, 1921, within the period of the Anglo- 
Irish trace, and while passing through Kilcock 
ran into a heap of stones in an effort to 
avoid a blown-wp bridge. The car was 
wrecked, and thus the present claim arose. 

In February, 1925, the late Judge Doyle 
awarded the applicant £250 under the 
Damage to Property Act, but the State 
appealed, and the case was referred back to 
the Circuit Court Judge for further evidence 
on the question of malice. It was re-heard in 
July, 1927, and adjourned. fox legal argument. 
In'the meantime Judge Doyle died. Argu- 
ments were now heard by Judye Devitt, the 
stepographer’s note of the former proceedings 
being accepted as evidence.

In the House of Commons this afternoon

"would it not be a good. thing for the 
matter to be submitted to international 
authority? ’’ Mr. Locker-Lampson said that 
much the best way of settling the matter 
was that which was now been taken—namely, 
negotiations among the countries. 

Mr. Locker-Lampson stated that so far as 
he was aware ho States, members of the 
League, had signed the general pact accepting 
the pacific settlement of disputes. 

Lieutenant-Commander Kenworthy asked if 
the Prime Minister’s attention had been called 
to the statement made by the United States 
Secretary of State, that the United States 
Government would consider any British pro- 

sal for the calling of an early naval con- 
erence to consider cruiser construction. 

Mr, Baldwin replied that he had seen the 
reports, and, while they did not seem to be 
in quite so categorical a form, the House 
might rest assured that they would receive 
most careful atteation.

IMMUNITY OF THE CROWN.

To avoid too great a dislocation at 
one blow, however, it was necessary to pro- 
ceed step by step. 

Mr. Arthur Greenwood was unable to agree 
to the argument that the fall in the price 
of houses was due to a reduction in the 
subsidy. He said that with improved orga- 
nisation and methods there was bound to be 
a fall even if the subsidy were increased. 
The only effect of the present proposal would 
be to check the building of working-class 
houses. The building of “há for sale had 
reached a saturation point, and the problem 
was now to build houses to let at a figure 
which working people could afford to pay. 
He asserted that there were a hundred 
thousand families without homes to-day who 
might have had them but for a reduction 
in the subsidy. So far from being an 
economy, the reduction of the subsidy was 
the worst kind of national extravagance. 
There was no more sinister blow at the 
national well-being than this proposal further 
to reduce the subsidy. 

Mr. Wheatley said that the policy of the 
present Government in regard to housing 
was absolutely indefensible, and, politically, 
it was scarcely respectable. The lives and 
happiness of the poor were being exploited 
in order that the Government might save 
a few of the taxpayers’ pennies. 

Colonel Fremantle said that Mr. Wheatley 
was like the god Janus. He faced two 
ways at the same time. His attitude as 
Minister of Health was vastly different from 
that which he adopted when speaking from 
a soap box at Shettleston. 

Mr. Philip Snowden quoted figures to show 
that, with the reduction of the subsidy, rents 
had gone up, and he said that it was a 
wonder to him how working people, earning, 
perhaps, £2 a week, managed to pay rents 
varying from 18s. to £1 a week.

DOES OWNERSHIP ‘PASS TO 
THE FREE STATE? 


JUDGMENT IN GOLD 
CUINS CASE.

An important jadgment as to the right op 
the Irish Free State to treasure trove. undep 
Article XI. of the Constitution, was delivered 
by Judge Wakely, K.C., at Abbeyleix Circyjy 
Court last Monday. 

At the previous ae at 
Sergeant Stephen Leonard, Civic (Guard 
Rathdowney, was eued by a man named 
Michael Moloney for £15 for the convene. 
of certain gold coins, In the course of excaya. 
tions in connection with sewerage works. gold 
ceing—sovereigns and halí-sovereigns—were 
diseovered in the ruins of an old honse the 
former. occupier of which was dead at tha 
time. Among others, Moloney got a numher 
of the coins, to the amount of £15, and he 
subsequently handed them over to Sergeant 
Leonard, who demanded them by mstraction 
of his authorities, and whom Moloney now 
sued for the amount in question. 

The defence was that the coins were 
treasure trove, and that, under Article X] 
of the Constitution, they should go to the 
Free State. 

Judge Wakely then decided that the coing 
were treasure trove, but let the ease stand 
on the point as to the right of the Free 
State to claim articles coming under the de. 
scription of treasure trove. | 

In giving judgment on the point on Mop. 
day, His Honour said that the case stood ón 
one point—namely, that he was not satisfied 
at t time that treasure trove, under ithe 
Constitation, went to the Free State for the 
Sovereign. This was apposite to a case tha: 
was tried the other day at Naas, before +}, 
learned judge there. There the State was 
suing the individual; here the individug! 
was suing the State. He was satisfied now 
that treasure trove of this nature did go to 
the Irish Free State. At the last sittings ha 
was doubtfal, because of the words used <p 
the clause of the Constitution referred te 
whether this was a franchise which 
belonged to the Free State because 
was not specifically assigned to the Free Stato. 


ARTICLE ELEVEN. 


Proceeding, His Honour, who cited tha 
authorities on the point, said that treasyre 
trove—like all ‘‘ bona vacantia,’’ a branch of 
““jura regalia '—was part of the hereditary 
revenues of the Crown, and as such was 
surrendered by the Civil List Act in eac! 
reign, so that the beneficial interest. in it fej! 
into the common Exchequer of the United 
Kingdom, and became part of the national 
revenue. 

The purpose of Article XI. of the Consti. 
tution was to grant to the Free State certain 
sources of revenue, other than the revenne 
from. taxation, which had theretofore been 
part of the revenues of the United Kingdom. 

The words ‘“‘ royalties ” and “ franchises ” 
in the Article covered all “‘jura regalia” 
and treasure trove, as a branch of “‘jura 
regalia,’’ would pass under ** royalties a 
even if a prior grant by the Sovereign would 
have been necessary to make it a “‘ franchise.” 

Apart altogether from Article XI. the 
general position is that the Free State now 
had a Dominion status, and Crown property 
rights and revenue belong to the Doniinion. 
As a necessary part of responsible Govern- 
ment, the Dominion was given fall contro! 
over them, and the right to appropriate them 
for the purposes of Government. 

He was, therefore, of opinion that the Free 
State was entitled tp those coins, and he 
accordingty dismissed the case on the merits.

testator might be administered by the Court. 

Counsel said that the action was brought. 
against the defendant as executor of the wil! 
of the deceased Joseph Keegan, who directed 
that the charitable legacies were to be paid 
out of his pure personal estate. It was not 
disputed that the defendant had enough of 
the pure personal estate of the testator to 
pay these charitable legacies, and it was not 
disputed that he paid away out of the pure 

rsonal estate ordinary pecuniary legacies, 

ut the case made by the defendant was that 

his former solicitors had charge of the 
matter; that he left the matter entirely in 
their hands; that he was not aware of the 
ny in law of the plaintifis, and that 
is former solicitors paid the pecuniary 
legacies out of the pure personal estate. 

Mr. John’ Bartley Readrocted by Mr. 
Patrick J. Moran), who appeared for the 
defendant, said that he was quite willing 
that a decree for administration should issue, 
go that the estate conld be administered as 
rapidly as possible. hey hoped, when the 
estate was administered, to be able to pay 
these legacies. He asked that the question 
of default should be allowed to stand over 
for the present. 

Mr. Geoghegan read the statement of claim 
and the defence. In his defence the defend- 
ant denied that he received, or but for his 
default, would have received, sufficient pure 
personalty to pay the legacy of £550, and 
that he was guilty of any default. 

At the request of the Judge, Mr. 

Geoghegan read the will of the deceased 
Joseph Keegan. The estate, he said, was 
worth about £3,400, and one would think, 
from the will, that it was a Guinness estate 
that was being settled—that the testator was 
dealing with millions. 
_ Mr. Justice Johnston said that paragraph 
> of the will was a very pompous paragraph. 
_ Mr. Bartley said that there were difficulties 
mm connection with the estate which would 
have made it necessary for the defendant to 
come to Court. He consented to an order for 
administration. 

Mr. Justice Johnston made an order 
declarmg that the charitable gifts referred to 
in the statement of claim were pavable in 
full out of the-personal estate of the testator 
in priority to the other legacies,-and that, 
if necessary, the trust in the will for the 
erection of the altar might be executed under 
the order and direction of the Court. He 
made a general order for administration, and 
kept open the question of default, reserving 
the costs of both parties.

APPEAL FROM RAILWAY 


TRIBUNAL ORDER, 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
FITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE 
MURNAGHAN.) 

In the matter of the Railways Act, 1924, 
Section 28, and the revenue to be obtained 
by the Great Southern Railways Company 
from proposed standard charges in the first 
year in which standard charges shall be in 
operation, the hearing of the appeal by the 
Great Southern Railways Company from the 
findings of the Railway Tribunal was re- 

sumed. 

The appeal was from the whole of the 
order of the Railway Tribunal, dated 30th 
April last, made in respect of certain ques- 
tions submitted for its decision, except so 
much thereof as declares, in answer to ques- 
tion 1, that it is not correct for the company 
to employ the method of charge stated in the 
question in estimating the revenue to be 
obtained from proposed standard charges in 
“A” year; and so much as declares, in 
answer to the first part of question 2, that 
the company’s estimate of the quanta of 
passenger train traffic is sufficiently high; 
and except so much thereof as orders the 
company to furnish an amended estimate of 
the revenue to be obtained in “A” year, 
corrected on the basis that the statutory 
method of charge for the fractions of a mile 
is employed. 

The appellant company now sought to have 
the Railway Tribunal order (except as men- 
tioned) discharged, and an order made in 
lieu thereof (1) answering so much of ques- 
tion 2 as refers to goods, minerals and live- 
stock as follows:—That the company’s esti- 
mate of the quanta of goods, minerals and 
‘tive-stock is sufficiently high; (2) answering 
question 3 a:  follows:—(3a) Standard 
charges shall be the sole charges which 
the company may make for all services 
in respect cf which charges are fixed, 
but shall not be made in respect 
of goods carried at exceptional fares; 
and (answering Question 3 (b) as follows) :— 
That the company in estimating the revenue 
for ‘““A’’ year from classes in which all or 
nearly all merchandise is now being carried 
at exceptional rates is entitled to assume that 
such merchandise shall not be carried at 
standard rates, but at exceptional rates in 
“A” vear. (4) For a declaration that 
standard charges need not apply to a reason- 
able proportion, or to any of the merchandise 
to be conveyed in each class; (5) Discharging 
so much of the order as orders the company 
to furnish an amended estimate of the revenue 
to be obtained in “A”' year—(a) calculated 
on quanta of traffic representing as regards 
good and minerals an average increase of not 
less than 6 per cent., and as regards live- 
stock an increase. of not less than 7 per cent. 
over the quanta of these traffics in the year 
1927. and +b) corrected on the basis that 
standard charges shall apply to a reasonable 
proportion of the merchandise to be conveyed 
In every class aud under every schedule ol 
charzes. 

The grounds of the appeal are that the 
order of the Railway Tribunal is contrary to 
the provisions of the Railways Act, 1924. 


THE TRIBUNAL’S ORDER, 

In the order of the Railway Tribunal 
appealed from it was stated that the follow- 
ing questious 2rose for the decision of the 
Court—namely—(1) Is it correct for the com- 
pany in estimating the revenue to be obtained 
from proposed standard charges in “‘A”’ year 
to employ the following method of charge for 
fractions of a mile—-that is to say, for any 
fraction of a mile over a given mile up to 
and including the next complete given mile 
fo charge for one-quarter of a mile only? 
(2) Is the company’s estimate of the quanta 
of traffic on which the revenue to be obtained 
from the proposed standard charges in “A” 
vear was calculated suthciently high? (ó) (a) 
‘Are standard charges when fixed by the 
Railwey. Tribunal for the company to be 
actual charges or merely maximum charges? 
(b) Is the basis on which the estimate ol 
revenue to be obtained by the company in 
“ A” vear has been prepared—namely, that 
nothing will be carried at standard charges 
under the schedule of standard charges sub- 
mitted by the company for some of the classes 
and for certain commodities provided for by 
special schedules~correct? 

Upcn hearing what was alleged by counsel 
for the company, the Minister for Industry 
and Commerce. the Minister for Lands and 
Agriculture, the Irish Frea State Traders 
Railway Committee, and Messrs. Guinness, 
Son and Co., Ltd., 

The Court answered the questions as 
follows :—(1) That it is not correct for the 
company to employ the method of charge 
stated in the question in estimating the 
revenue to be obtained from proposed 
standard charges in ‘‘A’’ year; (2) That the 
company’s estimate of the quanta of pas- 
senger train traffic is sufficiently high, and 
that the company’s estimate ol the quanta 
of goods, minevala and live-stock is not suffi- 
ciently high, and should, as regards goods 
and minerals, represent an average increase 
of not less than six per cent., and as regards 
live-stock an increase of not less than 7 per 
cent. over the quanta of these traffics in the 
vear 1927; (3) (a) That standard charges 
when fixed by the Railway Tribunal shall be 
the actual charges which the company shall 
he entitled to make, except as provided by

AN UNREGISTERED 

ASSISTANT. 

(BEFORE MR. COLLINS.) 

Gertrude Rutland, Inspector of the 
Pharmaceutical Society of Ireland, summoned 
Hyman Louis Mushatt for that, being a per- 
son keeping open shop for retailing poisons, 
he did not personally manage the shop, and 
did not employ an _  ~-ssistant—a _ duoly 
registered chemist—at Gore's Medical tial, 
127 Thomas street, Dublin. 

Mr. Meeke, solicitor, who appeared for the 
complainants, said that if a chemist had two 
shops and managed one of them himseli— 
as in this case—the other shop should be 
managed by a qualified chemist. The seller 
of the article in the present case, young 
Mushatt, was not a registered = druggist, 
chemist, or licentiate of the Apothecaries’ 
Hall. 

Gertrude Rutland stated that she visited 
127 Vhomas street—-Gore’s Medical Hall—on 
October 29 lust. There was a young man, 
aged about 13, there behind the counter. She 
usked for a bottle of Fellow’s Syrup. He 
asked what size and she said the Gs. ód. size. 
He told her that if she took the 6s. size she 
would be saving money. She took the 
larger size then. She then gave him an 
empty bottle, and asked for sixpence worth 
of spirits of salts, which she also got. The 
boy said that his brother owned the shop. 
He refused to dispense the medicine in the 
bottle which she had given him. 

Cross examined by Mr. Black, who (in- 
structed by Mr. Rutherford, solicitor) de- 
fended, the witness said that she got in- 
structions from the Pharmaceutical Societv 
of Ireland to visit the shop 127 Thomas 
street, 

STRYCHNMINE. 

Dr. Mason, Registrar of the Apothecaries’ 
Hall, stated that the name of Abraham 
Musaatt did not appear on the register, The 
bottle of Fellow’s Syrup contained 1} grains 
of strychnine. 

Mr. Meeke—Would. that be fatal to an 
infant or child? Yes, and perhaps to you 
and. me. 

Mr. W. Thorpe, analyst. gave evidence. 

Answering Mr. Black, the witness said 
that the poison in the bottle was only 
1-3,6000th part of its total contents. 

Replying to Mr. Meeke, the witness said 
that he agreed with Dr. Mason that if the 
whole contents of the bottle were taken at 
one time it would be fatal to a human being. 

Asking for a direction, Mr. Black said that 
the defendant actually was in the shop when 
the prescription was compounded. He argued 
that Fellow’s Syrup was not poison, because 
in the ordinary way the amount a person was 
likely to take of it would not be poisonous. 

‘INSTRUCTIONS TO ASSISTANT. 

Defendant, giving evidence, said that a 
Mr. Grass, 4 qualified man, who managed the 
Thomas street shop, left suddenly on October 
29, because witness wanted to transfer him 
to another shop in Francis street. Witness 
gave instructions to his assistant in Francis 
street not to sell any poisons within the Act, 
and gave similar instructions to his assistant 
in Thomas street. He saw Gertrude Rutland 
being supplied, and authorised the sale of her 
purchesss. ' 

Cross-examined by Mr. Meeke, witness said 
that from the position he occupied in the 
premises he could have controlled the sales ot 
medicines, and could have prevented his 
assistant from selling deadly poisons. Mr. 
Grass left because he would not agree with 
witness s terms. After Mr. Grass had left 
he got a qualified man as soon as possible, 

Abraham Mushatt, assistant, said that he 
got instructions to sell everything except 
poisons. His brother was in the dispensing

Returning deceased man jumped on to a 
slippery tarpaulin and fell into the water. 

Answering Mr. Burne, witness said that he 
stepped first from the steamship Puma on 
to the barge, and did not see Lawlor fall in. 
The men should not have heen off the barge. 

Francis Coyne said that Lawlor was per- 
fectly sober. 

The jury returned a verdict of “ accidental 
death from “rowning,’’ and recommended the 
widow to the consideration of the Canal 
Company.

BELFAST TIMBER IMPORTS. 
+ 
INTERESTING FIGURES. 

Messrs. John Atkinson and Company, 
insurance brokers, Bedford street, Belfast, 
have issued a comparative table of the im- 
ports of timber into Belfast for the past nine 
years. In 1923 76,148 cubic feet of whitc 
pine came into the port, and there had been 
a steady drop until this year the figure stands 
at 4,660 cubic feet. Oak never has been 
largely imported, 1920 representing the high- 
water mark with 5,775 cubie feet, and a 
shrinkage each succeeding year until this 
vear, when none arrived. The highest figure 
(22.306 cubic feet) for elm was. also in 1920, 
while this year’s total is 6,158 cubic feet. 
50,686 cubic feet of teak came in 1920, and im 
1923 15,250 cubic feet, and these were the 
only importations of this class of wood in the 
nine years. Pitch pine arrived in increasing 
quantities until its peak year (1925) saw 
290,257 cubie feet landed. Decreased con- 
sumption apparently caused a falling off until 
1926, but the demand is seemingly better, for 
there was a big increase in 1927, while this 
year the total cubic feet wes 271,967. The 
total number of cubic feet imported this year 
was 549,921, against 229,250 last year.
